BRITISH GROWLS. 
THE BULLDOZED LION’S EAR STILL VERY SORE. 
[By Cable to The Chicago Tribune. | 

Loxpon, March 6—6 a. m.—England seems 
to be preparing to assume the position of 
the dog in the manger—willing, neither to 
define a policy of her own nor 
to agree to that of others. Three of the 
leading newspapers this morning, while ad- 
mitting that England will take part in the 
Congress, claim that she will do so under an 
express understanding that 

SHE If NOT TO BE BOUND 
by its decisions if she is not satisfied with 
them. The 7imes may well ask: ‘“ What, 
then, is the good of the Congress or Con- 
ference?” It is difficult to understand what 
England wants, for it would seem as though 
her intereste had been left quite un- 
threatened. 
THE FEELING THROUGHOUT EUROPE 

is one of great relief, and little prospect of 
further war is mentioned, But hero there 
are vague hints and insinuations that the 


danger is not yet passed, and that the Con- 
gress may end between England and Russia 
as that of last year ended as regarded Russia 
and Turkey. On Friday 
COUNT ANDRASSY 
will ask a supplementary credit of 60,000,000 
florins, and will make a statement of Aus- 
tria’s position, but no danger of war- 
like measures is anticipated, The ‘price 
of all securities has risen, but 
in all except American bonds 
there was a reaction before the close. Al- 
though silver fell to 544, American bonds 
rose nearly 1 per cent, and closed at the 
highest figure. 
NO FEAR OF THE SILVER BILL. 

Fear of the Silver bill may be considered 
practically nothing here, and there are plenty 
of investors even at the rise. 

PEACE CONDITIONS, 
BULGARIA’S TRIBUTE. 

San Strerano, March .5.—The smount of 
tribute to be paid by Bulgaria is not to be fixed 
for two years, during which measures will be 
taken to ascertain the resources and revenues 
of the country, which will be occupied by 50,000 
Russian troops two years, or until a national 
army can be formed and rendered capabie of 
maintaining order. This tribute, when fixed, 
will go towards paying the Russiaff 
war indemnity. The ultimate form of the Goy- 
ernment, whether constitutional or absolute, 
will be decided, partly by the Buigarian Prince 
and Assembly and partly by Europe. 

Lowpos, March 6—5 a. m.—A Vienna corre- 
spondent telegraphs that the time of the Rus- 
sian occupation of Bulgaria has been reduced to 
eight months, and the western extension of 
Bulgaria is reduced so as not to include the 
railway from Salonica to Mitrovitza. 

THE PROPOSED CONGRE4S. 

Negotiations relative to the meeting of the 
Congress at Berlin have been proceeding be- 
tween Vienna, Berlin, and St. Petersburz, The 
project will be submitted to all the other 
Powers, andif they accept it, Germany will 
issue formal invitations.

REFORMS. 

Thessaly and Epirus will share the adminis- 
trative reforms stipulated for Bosnia and Herze- 
govina. 

- ROUMANIA. 

Loxpons, March 5.—A San Stefano corre- 
spondent says Roumania is not included in the 
peace conditions. Russia has told Turkey she 
must treat directly with Roumania, whose pre- 
tensions are too great. 

AUSTRIAN PRESS OPINIONS. 

Vienna, March 5.—The newspapers are dis- 
satisfied with the peace conditions as far as they 
are known. They express the opinion that the 
wost difficult phase of the crisis is 
yet to be passed. They say nobody 
wishes to disturb the great result of the war 
—the liberation of the Christians—but while the 
demands that were calculated to lead toa con- 
flict with England have been dropped by Russia, 
a similar consideration has not- been shown for 
Austria. It is stated that Count Andrassy will 
make a full exposition of his policy to the Dele- 
gations, which will meet, probably, Thursday. 

LBAVING. 

Pera, March 5.—Lt is stated the Russians will 
begin to leave Roumelia immediately, some em- 
barking here and others at San Stefano. 

The treaty bas been sent to St. Petersburg 
for formal ratification. 

INTERCHANGE OF COURTESIES. 

Sr, Pererspurc, March 5.—The Sultan has 
sent the following telegram to the Emperor: 

CoxstaxTinorLe, March 3.—On the occasion of 
the spniversary of your Majesty's accession to the 
throne, I offer you my congratulations, with the 
desire of renewing our friendly rejations.

RAMPANCY OF THE WAKR-SPIRIT A COUPLE OF 
WEEKS AGO. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Lonvon, Feb. 16.—I shali be much surprised 
if, by the time this letter reaches you, England 
and Russia wre still at peace with each other. 
Heretofore my opinion has been, that under no 
circumstances would the great body of middle- 
class Englishmen pcrmit the nation to be 
driven into war; but just now the steady 
tendency toward a change of public sentiment 
on this point is extraordinary. No longer do 
we hear of meetings calicd to influence the 
Government in favor of neutrality; rather the 
opposite course is being urged, and, if any 
mectings are held, they are in the interest of 
the most radical war-at-any-cost party. Even 
the Government, which hitherto has been sup- 
posed anxious to indulge in hostilitics on the 
first plausible pretext, is left in the rear by 


this suadcn countermarch of populer feel - 
ing; for, if it should act with the 
abruptness and vigor demanded by many of its 
most loyal supporters, war would have been de- 
clared more than a week ago. Instead, how- 
ever, of proceeding with the decision and de- 
termination which were promised in the debates 
on the Supplementary Credit bill, the Govern- 
ment has acted as if 

AFRAID TO TAKE THE RESPONSIBILITY 
of acourse which might end in war, even al- 
though the Ministry have already pledged them- 
sclves to such action. They have claimed, for 
the past six orcight months, that anv hesita- 
tion they may bave shown, any embarrassing 
complications they have been entangicd in, have 
been due to the manner in which the Opposition 
bas hampered them; and that, had the nation 
given them unanimous support and unquestion- 
ing conlidence, they would have adopted a 
highly differcnt policy, and upheld England’s 
honor and prestige tar more cffectively. Well 
how isit to-day! The Opposition was not satisfied 
with a total collapse, and it insisted ov making 
fiseli ridiculous. Several leading Liberals have 
come out in hearty supvort of the Government 
party’s policy, while the rest have slunk back 
into a sulicu silence, quite as strengthening to 
the Ministry as their open advocacy could be; 
but is there any stiffening of the oflicial British 
backbone fin sympathy with that of the maas of 
private individuals! Not at all. On the con- 
trary, the Government sits like a. dog in the 
manger, neither having a policy of its own, nor 
allowing any one cise to have one. 

What was the object of seading the flect into 
the Sea of Marmora! Ostensibly it was to pro- 
tect the lives of British subjects in Constantino- 
ple; but no one imagines that there was any 
danger to atry foreigner there, and the Italian 
and French Ambassadors actually made official 
reports to that effect. However, the pretense 
deceived no une. The British Lion baviug laid 
hts tail across the path of the Russian army, 
gave a feeble roar to warn any oue against step- 
ping on it; but,

he hastened to switch his caudal appendage out 
of the Russian vicinity, for fear some one 
should take advantage of the opportunity thus 
afforded. The fiect, which so valiantly steam- 
ed pastthe forts of the poor, disheartened 
Turks in the Dardanelles, has taken particular 
painsto keen out of sight or hearing of the 
Russians; and Britain’s threat to anchora 
squadron in the Golden ifcrn has been absolute- 
ly nullitied by Russia’s decided response that 
her troops should man the forts of tie Bosphorus 
andthe Dardanelles. Among the ardent dev- 
Schenck’s favorite game while 
Minister at tne Court of 8t. James, it is general- 
ly admitted that “ Russia has raised Engiand’s 
b'ind,”’ so that nothing is left for the latter but 
to“ call’’ orlavy down her hand. And so I am 
inclined to expect a warlike rather than a peace- 
ful settlement, for England hates to back down 
at Russia’sdictation, and yet that is what seems 
likely to be her only alternative except war. 

It is quite true that Russia is anxious to avoid 
war, and also that the Russian army is very de- 
sirous of peace. Itis quite common just now 
to represent the Russian soldiers and officers as 
panting for a war with incland, to avenge tne 
defeats of the Crimean war. Well, it would be 
quite natural that. such a spirit should animate 
them if war should occur; but I have the best 
authority for believing that the Russian sol- 
diers, as a rule, are not so indifferent to life as 
to risk their own lives for the questionable sat- 
isfaction of killing a certain number of perfidi- 
ous Englishmen. Let me quote a portion of 

A PRIVATE LETTER 

which I have received from Capt. Jasoukovitch, 
of the Imperial Guard, with whom Lyas quite 
intimate in St. Petersburg about ten years ago. 
Among other things, in a very cerdial and inter- 
esting letter, dated Adrianopic, Feb. 3, referring 
toaremark of mine in my letter to him, be 
says:

FINANCIAL MATTERS. 
SCARCITY OF SMALL NOTES. 
Special Dispatch to Fhe Tribune. 

Wastinoton, D. C., March 5.—Reporte are 
current that the Secretary of the Treasury is 
A eae retiring $1 and $2 notes from circula- 
thee and replacing them by $5. Letters have 
been received from the West inquiring whether 
that is pot the fact, and stating that small 
notes are disappearing. The Treasury officials 
say uo restrictions have been placed upon the 
issuc of $1 and $2 notes, and it has been suc- 
gested to the Secretary of the Treasury that 
one way in which he can _ place . the 
new silver dollar in dirculation is to 
discontinue the issue of Treasury notes of the 
lower denominations and supply silver dollars 
instead. The Treasurer’s books show whether 
the issue is being discontinued or not. The 
amount of these smal! notes outstanding is 
about 20 per cent less than it was a year ago. 
The exact amount is $46,360,725 at present, as 
against $56,000,000 last year. 

POSTAL SAVINGS BANKS. 

The Banking and Currency Committce this 
morning voted to favorably report Phfllips’ 
Postal Savings Bank billas amended. The vote 
stood five to three, with three absentecs. 

HOPEFUL VIEW OF THE SILVER LAW. 

The President reiterated to-day the opinion 
that the Silver law may disappoint him in that 
what he called its ill-effects will not be as great 
as he had anticipated. Secretary Sherman, too, 
takes a decidedly cheerful view. His chief 
cause of complaint against the law is that it has, 
as he says, stopped the sale of 4 per cents bonds. 
European bondholders are beginning to discover 
that, even if they should receive their pay in 
silver, the rate of interest would be much 
larger than upon auy other bond they can find 
in the European market, and there is no prob- 
ability that the interest on the bonds will be 
paid in silver for a long time to come, as there 
will not be silver enough for that purpose, nor 
is it expected that gold will go up so long as 
the balanec of trade is in our favor. 

THE NEW THEORY 

of the Secretary of the Treasury’s in 
construeing the Silver law is that he will put 
the silver dollar in circulation as tast as possi- 
dle. will sitver builion With gold, 
and retain the greenbacks in the Treasury for 
internal revenue taxcs, and by this means grad- 
ually contract the greenback circulation possi- 
bly within the first year to the $300,000,000 limit 
fixed by the Resumption act, and that in that 
way he bring legal-tender notes to par in 
advance Ff actual resumption. This, it is claim- 
ed, would be a contraction of the greenbacks, 
but not really contraction in the aggregate cir- 
culation.

The Coinage Sub-Committee will report ad- 
versely on the goloid doilar, but will recom- 
mend that Commissioners to the International 
Monetary Conference under the Allison Silver 
bill be instructed to present the subject of 
goloid coinage.

ANOTHER VETO. 
THE PINE-LOG BILL.

Waenineton, D. C., March 5.—Secretarv 
Schurz’s reply to Stanley Matthews’ resolution 
covering the Montana log cases, of which 
Blaine made so much, will reach the Senate 
about the game time that the President’s veto 
of the Pine-Log bill itself will arrive at the 
Hlouse.

THK PATENT LAWS. 
PROPOSED MODIFICATION. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuinocton, D. C., March 5.~—The bill re- 
ported by Mr. Waidlleigh, of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Patents, contains the following mod- 
ifications of the present law: It limits the ve- 
riod for which damages may be. recovered to 
four years prior to the commencement of a suit; 
modities the rule of accounting so that parties 
shall not be heid chargeable for a saving in the 
use of the invention unless such saving nas en- 
abled him to obtain an actual profit. In some 
cases it makes the rule of damages and profits 
the same in law and equity. The bill provides 
that parties shall nut be prohibited, under a re- 
issue of patents, from using a machine pur- 
chased by himself befure the reissue which did 
not inirioge the original patent, and also that 
the surrender of the patent for a reissuc 

SHALL NOT OPERATE 

to deprive the patentee of bis action for dam- 
ages for an infringement of the original patent. 
It provides for takingand perpetuating eviaence 
fm certain cases before a suit is brought. It 
further provides for the payment of a fee of $50 
on the first of January after four years from the 
issuc of the patent, and a further payment of 
$100 at the expiration of five years thereafter. 
It also makes provision for proceedings to re- 
peal a patent under certain circumstances, and 
restrains a patentee from asserting that another 
is an infringer unless he shall within a reasona- 
ble time bring a sult to test tue validity of his

THE HOT SPRINGS. 

Littie Rock, Ark., March 5.—A special to the 
Evening Star gives the following particulars of 
the great fire at the Hot Springs this morning: 
** About 1:30 o’clock this morning a fire broke 
outin ashanty occupied by @ pegro named 
Greenlee. The fire communicated to the French 
restaurant, and thence north and south on both 
sides of the street. All the buildings are burned 
north of Rockafellow’s drug store, aud south 
below Malvern crossing. About 260 buildings 
were destroved and an immense amount of 
goods. As there is but one street in 
the valley, the steamer Was cut off dnd could 
afford no relief to the lower end of the town 
until the flames had been checked above them. 
» The horses, firemen, and engine dashed through 
the flames to the Sumter House, and came 
around the avenue and Quinn Hill, and are now 
(at 8 o’clock) fighting the fire at the south end 
of the town. Among the buildings destroyed 
gre the Hot Springs, American, and Ear! Hotels, 
the French restaurant, the Vailey and State 
Banks, the Post-Office, the Daily Sentine! office, 
Huffman & Hamilton’s bath-house, Jones Bros. 
& Co.’s, Luttle & Jenkins’, Moore & Co.’s, 
livery-stable, Kimbali & Co., the Kuaights of 
Pythias Hall, B. Brown & Co., Karatousky, the 
Western Union telegraph-olffice, blake & Co., 
jewelers, and Maurice’s bath-house.

The Unostentatious Ceremonies Attending 
His Barial at Jefferson, O., Yesterday.

CLEVELAND, O., March 5.—The funeral of the 
Hon. B. F. Wade took place at Jefferson to-day. 
A large number of people were present. The 
day was beautiful.

PIUS IX. 


Putting the Dead Pope in Tlis Coffin. 
‘Rome (Feb. 14) Letter to London Times. 

Manning goes by with dignified step, his face 
aliitie beat down. Howard passes with head 
erect, and that dignified bearing which enabies 
him to wear his robos with such grace. Some 
of the College have handkerchiefs to their eyes, 
and one old Cardinal is sobbing. The choir now 
burst forth with a solemn funeral chant, and 
issues from the chapel, followed by the Cardinal 
Archpriest of St. Peter’s Borromeo, the Cnap- 
ter of the Basilica, Mer. Folicaldi, Arcth- 
bishop of Ephesus, officiating, aud the body of 
Pius is- borne shoulder-high by the Noble Guard. 
The procession turns to the left, passes 
before the bronze statue of Peter, sweeps slow- 
ly round in front of the Confession, and passes 
down the other side to the chapel of-the choir. 
All people kneel as the dead Pope passes: and 
as choristers give forth their solemu notes, the 
pick of the workman in the cavity above is heard 
with regular stroke, far more significant and 
full of meaning than any passing bel! could 
give. The religious ceremonial. within the 
chapel being completed, some of the Noble 
Guard advance tothe sides o: the couch, and, 
taking the edges of the crimson velvet coverlet 
woven with gold, on which the body is lying, lift 
it reverentially, dressed as it is in the Pontifical 
robes, aud wearing the miter, into 
the coffin. Monsignor Ricci, Maggiordomo to 
the dead Pope, receives from the hands of Mon- 
sigpor Cataldi first a rich velvet bag embroid- 
ered with gold, containing thirty-one gold, thir- 
ty-one silver, and thirty-one broagze medals, one 
for each year of Pio’s Pontificate, the thirty- 
second not having been eumrpleted, and then a 
tube containing a roli of parchment, on which a 
eulogium and life of the deceased Pontill has 
veen written by Monusicnor Mercurelii, which he 
places in turn at the feet cf the corpse. Mon- 
sienor Cetaldi covers the face with a veil of 
white silk and the body with one of crimson, 
and then all laymen, migor ecclesiastics, and 
Cardinais alike stretch forward to take 
a last look; then the attendants sted forward 
with the lid, and ali that remains of Pius is hid- 
den from sight. Nothiny fs now heard but the 
first carpenter forcing the screws of the cypress 
lid down, then the hissing of the solder fusing 
the leaden cover. Again the Monsignors gather 
round the eoffin, ana this time affix the seals on 
two of the corners. That of Cardinal Camer- 
lengo is placed by Monsignur Cataldi, but Mon- 
signor Ricci wil not depute any other. He 
comes forward nimself, places one, and sinks 
down ina fitof weeping. They have to wait 
some minutes until he can impress the second. 
The fifth seal, that of Cardival Borromeo, is im- 
printed on the side by his secretary; 
the sixth, that of the Chapter of St. Pe- 
ters, by the Archivist, Sig. Wenzel. The pens 
of the Prothouvotary Apostolic, the Chan- 
ceilor of the Apostolic Chamber, and the 
Notary of the Chapter of St. Peter’s are heard 
writing the proces verbauz. They are read in a 
loud voice. The lead coffin {s placed in that 
polished elm, and Monsignor Cataldi, in the 
uames Of the Cardinal Camerlengo and the Sa- 
cred College, formally consigns the care of the 
coffin and its contents tothe Chapter of St. 
Peter’s. The coffin ts now placed on a platform 
with wheels, the Cardinals descend from their 
stalls and surround it, andas the choristers 
chant the Benedictus itis slowly moved from 
the chapel. Monsignor Folicaidi, who was Dap- 
ifero to Pias IX. when he entered the last con- 
clave as Cardinal Mastai, pronounces the last 
absolution, the tackle 1s fixed, the capstan and 
rope crea* with the heavy strain, and slowly 
coffin is raised aloft and slipped 
the hole, for niche it cannot be 
called. There is amoment’s pause, and then 
the head of the church during the 
sede vacante ig surrounded by the Prelates of 
the Apostolie Chamber, and, attended by two 
palatrenieri, with scarict liveries, and four Swiss 
Guards with balberds, returns to the apartments 
in the Vatican he has inhabited siuce the death 
of Pins, and until the election of his successor.

The secondwas 
made out in due form and signed, and then 
given to the City Clerk, with directions to have 
the sureties appear before him and acknowledge 
or recognize their signatures. Hotchkiss subse- 
quently stated that he had seen alj the bonds- 
men, either in the office or on the street, and 
they bad admitted signing the bond. Shortly 
after the defalcation, also, witness had a con- 
versation with Hotchkiss, at which the latter 
said he was glad the bend bad ail been made 
out regularly and the sureties had admitted 
signing it. 

Gen. Stiles then took the stand and confirmed 
Mr. Tulcy’s testimony as to the two bonds, he 
having becn City Attorney at the same time. 

Mr. Bridginan was called to tell the amount 
of interest accrued on the deficit since Decem- 
ber, 1573, but the evidence was ruied out. The 
interest amounts to about $118,000. After 
somne little talk, Mr. Hotchkiss was recalled, 
but the city had more evidence to offer, and be 
was withdrawn.

A FAMOUS DUEL. 
How Sam Housten’s Scout Dropped Col. 
Merton, of Texas, 
Austin (Tex.) Correspondence New York Sun. 
Of ail the famous duels recalled by the Sn, 
perhaps. nove was more remarkable than that 
fought near this citv by Deaf Smith and Col. 


Morton. . 

About two years after the Texan revolution, 
a difficulty occurred between the new Govern- 
ment and a portion of the people, which threat- 
ened serious consequences. Brielly, the Con- 
stitution made Austin the permapent Capital, 
but empowered the President to order. the tem- 
porary removai of the archives in case of danger 
from a toreign enemy or sadden insurrection. 
Thiuking tnat the exceptional.emergency had 
arrived, as the Comanches were committing 
ravages within sigbt of the Capital, President 
Houston, who then resided at Washington, on 
the Brazos, dispatched an order commanding 
his subordivates to send the State records to 
that town. 

lt is impgssible to describe the excitement 
which the iochaieetion of this order raiseu in 
Austin. The keepers of hotels, boarding-nouses, 
groceries, ‘and faro-banks were aghast. The 
measure would be adeathblow to their business. 
A mass-méeting Was called, and the farmers of 
the surrounding country, Who were ail more or 
less intcrested in the question, came in. After 
many flery specebes, it was unanimously re- 
svived to prevent the removal of the archives. 
Four bundred armed men volunteered to guard 
the State-Huouse. The commander of this force 
was Col. Morton, who bad distinguished himself 
in the war tor independence, and more recently 
in two desperate duels, in both of which,he bad 
cut his antagonists nearly to pieces with the 
bowie-kpife. indeed, from his reputation for 
vindietiveness as well as courage, it was thought 
that W’resident Houston would renounce his 
purpose as soon as he should learn who was thie 
leader of the Opposition. Morton swore that if 
the President succeeded in removing the rec- 
ords, he would himself hunt him down like a 
woli. He even wrote the hero of San Jacinto 
to that effect. Lhe latter repiiedina note of 
laconic brevity: 

“if the people of Austin do not send the 
archives, 1 sbaii certainly come and take them; 
and if Col. Morton can kill me he is welcome to 
my car-cap.”’ 

Un the reception of this answer the guard 
was doubled around the State-House, chosen 
sentinels were stationed along the read leading 
to the Capital, ar.acd men patrolled the streets, 
and a select ¢ommittee Went into permanent 
session in 1be City-Hall. 

One day this committee were surprised by the 
sudden appearance of a stranger, whose mode 
oi eptering the room Was as eXtraordimary as 
his looks anddress. He did not knock at the 
ciused deor, but, climbing a small DOushy-topped 
live oak, which grew beside the wali, he leaped 
through a joitv window. He was clothed 
buckskin, carried a long and heavy rifle in his 
hand, wore at the bottom of his icit suspender 
a large bowie-knile, and had in his leathern belt 
a couple of pistols half the length of his gun. 
He was tall, straight as an arrow, active as a 
panther in bis motions. He hada dark com- 
piexiou, luxuriant, jetty hair, and piercing black 
cyecs. 

“Who are you who thus presume to intrude 
among geutiemen without invitation?” de- 
manded Cul. Morton, in his most ferocious 
manner. 

The stranger returned his stare with com- 
pound interest, and laid his long, bony tinger 
on his lip. 

‘**Who are you? Speak! or Pll cut an angwer 
out of your heart!”’’ shouted Morton. ithe 
stranger removed his finger from his lip, and 
laid it on the hilt of his monstrous Knife, 

The liery Colonel drew his own knife, but was 
seized and held back. ** Let him alone, Morton, 
for God’s sake!” exclaimed his friends, ** Do 
you not see that be is crazy!” 

At this moment Judge Webb, a man of shrewd 
and courteous manners, stepped forward and 
addressed the intruder courteously: 

‘My good friend, I presume you have made'a 
mistake in the.bouse.

The stranger at once handed him a letter, 
inscribed, “Io the Citizens of Austin.” He 
broke the seai and read it aloud. it was from 
Houston: 

‘‘ Feliow-Citizens: Though in error, and de- 
ceived by the aris of traitors, I will give you 
three days more to decide whether you will 
surrender the public archives. Atthe end of 
that time you will please let me know your de- 
cision. Sam Houston.” 

After the reading, the deaf man waited for a 
few seconds, as if tor @ reply, and then turned, 
and was about to leave tie ball when Col. Mor- 
ton sternly beckoned him back to the table. 
The stranger obcyed, and Morton wrote: 

‘** You were brave enough to insult me by your 
fhreateniig looks ten minutes ago; are you 
brave enough now to give me satisiaction!”’ 

The stranger penned his reply: “I am at your 
service!” 

Morton wrote again: “ Who will be your sec 
ond:”’ 

The stranger rejoined: *“*I am too generous 
to seck an advantage, and too brave to fear any 
on the part of theirs; therefore I never need the 
aid of a second.”’ 

Morton wrote: “* Name your terms.” 

The stranyer wrote, wituout a moment’s hes- 
itation: ‘* Tune, sunset this evening; place, the 
left bank of the Colorado, oppusite Austin; 
weapons, rilles, and distance 100 yards. Do not 
fail to be in time.” 

He then walked across the floor, and disap 
peared through the window as suddenly as be 
had entered. 

““ What,” exclaimed Judge Webb, “is it pos- 
sible you intend to fight that man, Colonel? He 
is amute,if not amaniac. Such a meeting, I 
fear, will sadiy tarnish your laurels.” 

* You are mistaken,’’ said Morton, with a 
smile; ** that mute is a hero whose name stands 
in the records of a dozen batties, and at lcast 
half as many bloody duels. Besides, he is a 
favorite emissary and bosom friend of Houston. 
if i have the good fortune to kill loam, I think 
it will tempt the President to retract his vow 
against venturing apy wore upon the field of 
honor.”’ 

“You know the man, then? Who is he?” 
asked twenty voices together. 

“* Deal Smith.”’ 

** No, that cannot be. Deaf Smith was killed 
at San Jacinto,” said Judge Webb.

THE ANNUAL MEETING 

of the Boar@ of Councillors of that excellent 
charity, the Chicago Hospital for Women avd 
Children, was heid yesterday afternoon in the 
periors of the institution, corner of Adams and 
Paulina streets. Mrs. J. C. Hilton, the Presi- 
dent of the Board, occupied the chair, and Mrs. 
David A, Gage, Secretary, officiated in that 
position. There was only a small number 
of members present, owing to the absence of 
several from the city. 

Mrs. Gage, the Secretary, presented her 
annual report, congratulating the organiza- 
tion on the near completion of its thirteenth 
year of actual work. The report stated 
that a committee had begen appointed 
last December to wait upon thé officers 
of the Woman’s Hospital of the State, 
and to present to that organization the feasi- 
bility of uniting the two institutions, thereby 
bringing all the influence and money which the 
public are cajied upon to bestow into one chan- 
nel. So far, however, nothing had resulted in 
this direction, the Woman’s Board of the State 
institution having failed to respond: The re- 
port stated that the services ot the Matron had 
been dispensed with since last June. The val- 
uable services of the Visiting and Supply Com- 
mittee were gratefully remembered, and the 
death of Mrs. Jaines Bolton, oue of the 
ct bers of the Board, referred to with deep 

et. The friends of the institution had becn 

particularts thoughtful during the year in the 
matter of contributions of money abd provis- 
ions. During the vear a number of lectures 
and concerts had been given, the most notable 
and profitable being that given by Miss Ciara 
Louise Kellogg and others of the Strakosch 
opera troupe on the 12th of last February, the 
net cash result of which was $512. For this, as 
well as for the $169 to be received during the 
present year from the Central Church Benevo- 
lent Society, and for all other favors, the report 
expressed the deepest gratitude. The report 
also gratefully mentioned the valuabie services 
of Dr. Mar . Thompsovu, Dr. Sarah Hackett 
Stevenson, Dr. Burroughs, Dr. Rotishausen, Dr. 
Syvanoe, resident physician, Miss Mergler, and 
Miss Addie L. Akins, assistant physicians, Dur- 
ing the year the support of the hospital had de- 
pended almost entirely upon the efforts. of the 
ladies by personal solidtation in. obtaining 
money and merchandise, aud, notwithstanding 
the atriugert financial depression, those etfurts 
had been generally successful. The report closed 
with an expression of thapks to the Flower and 
Fruit Missions for their gcenerous Uonations, and 
of a hope that the public would remember the 
institc tion as favorably in the future as it had 
in the past. 

The report was adopted, and a vote of thanks 
tendered its author. 

The report of the Treasurer, Mrs. Llenry 
Wilkeson, showed a balance on hand March 1, 
1877, of $62.62; receipts a. donations, 889: 
from sale of turpiture, $22.10; from Kellogg 
matinee, $512; from pay oer $1.20. 74; from 
solicitations, $2,320.81; total, $3,627.27. The 
disbursements were $3500. 02 for the running 
expenses of the institution and $57 for insur- 
ance, leaving a baiance on band March 1, 1873, 
of $1.25. The amount of unpaid bills was re- 
ported as $443.02. It should be stated, in this 
connection, that the douations since the Ist of 
March amount to $115, which leaves the present 
indebtedness $333.02.

NOW REPEAL THE BANKRUPT LAW. 
qo the Editor af The Tribune. 

CuicaGco, March 5.—You are to be congratu- 
lated for having been in the advanced guard of 
the grand army of the peopic on the silver 
question. Now let Tur Curcaco Trrsune, 
with the same zeal and intelligence, take up the 
matter of the repeal of the Bankrupt law, and 
it wilt be doubly entitled to the grateful con- 
sideration of every honest man. If there fs any 
one thing in the history of the legislation of 
this country more dishonest than the demonet- 
ization of our silver dollar, it is the existence 
on the statute books of that basest of ali laws, 
the Bankrupt act. And,if there is any one 
thing more base about it than another, it 1s the 
manner in which the law is adiministere l by the 
rings of thieves who hang about the Bankrupt 
Courts. If common experience, attested by 
scores of cases, furnishes anv evide nee of facts, 
it may be be safely asserted that the administra- 
tion of this law is attended with more fraud, 
corruption, and dishonesty than any one thing 
we now know of,—unliess it be the runni ng of a 
life-insurance company. 

This law is utterly destructive of all credit 
and ali confidence. No man dare trust anocher 
with this thing staring him in the face. It is a 
weapon of terror which every debtor holds over 
his creditor. “Take one step toward the ev- 
forcement of your debt, and i will go into 
bankruptcy,” is a threat become common by 
constant repetition, and no creditor dare meet 
it, 1or hé kuows that bankruptcy meaas the loss 
of his debt, and the discharge of the debtor; 
the property being divided between the officials 
and the bankrupt. 

The evils of the law are too numerous even 
to mention ina single article, but there are two 
prominent matters which ought at once to 
secure its repeal. 

First—The collusive sale of the bankrupt’s 
stock in trade. This stock being put up for 
sale at’a small percentage on a low invoi.e 
price, is bid. in usually by the bankrupt or his 
friends, aud immediately put upon the market 
in competition with the honest trade. No busi- 
nesé can stand this competition for any leueth 
of time. 
demands a reduction from.the manufacturer 
in order to try and do = a_hiving 
business. The latter is compelled to 
make the reduction or sell no goods, and so he 
makes no profit. This thing in its ramifications 

reaches ali the way back to the laborer andethe 
aperetad. who must in tura suffer a reduction 
-of wages or go without employment. The ex- 
tent of this villainous practice cannot be known, 
but there is scarcely a man in any branch of 
trade who has not felt its disastrous effects. 

Second—The fraudtlent compositions author- 
ized by the law, whereby dishonest men force 
their creditors'to take anv rate per cent they 

please to offer in full satisfaction of their debts. 
fT he facility with whieh this is done will appear 
from the foliowing illustration: Smith, Jeues

A PARSEE FUNERAL. 
India Letter in Montreai Heraid. 

Sir Jamsetijce Jeejeebhoy, the Parsee Baronet, 
near whose house (Mazagon Castle) I tive, died 
at Poona the other day. His body was exposed 
to the vultures In the Poona lower of Silence, 
but the oothumna, or third day’s funcral, was 
held at his own house here. 1 suppose all the 
leading Parsees in Bombay, thousands of them, 
together with 500 Parsee priests, Were present. 
All the streets were full of carriages, and 
sowars, or mounted policemen, were obliged to 
ride up and down in order to clear the way~for 
pedestrians and ordinary carriages and carts. 
1 could not get out of my own gate until I bad 
to send a man in advance tw seud some of the 
carriages away. At ali the fuverals the Parsees 
must wear their state dress, which isa long 
white robe, made with a loose waist and full 
skirt, and reaching to the ground. Around the 
hips is worn a piece of white cloth, called a 
cummerband. Cummerband means band 
or bandage for the cummer, and the cummer is 
the hive. Well, those who came in their own 
carriages put on the robe before they leit home, 
but the poor ones, who came in carts Or W alked, 
brought theirs in bundies and put them on 
when nearthe house. There were fifteen of 
them in our yard at one time robing themselves, 
and twice that number outside the gate. It was 
a most comical) sight. After putting on the 
robe, which is, of course, worn over the ordi- 
nary "clothing, they would get a man to hold 
one end of the cummer-band white they wound 
themselves up as boys wind upthe strings of 
tneir tops. The unwinding process is still more 
funny, for then tae man looks more like a 
whirling dervish. These people all sat around 
iuside and outside the castle, while the 
high priest performed some sort of cer- 
emony, I do not know what. Then sil- 
ver coins and sudres, or sacred shirts, were 
distributed to the poorer people. Several thou- 
sands of the latter were given away. Itis made 
of coarse muslin or lace, and every Parsee, 
whether man or woman, must wear it. The 
Parsees have some very strange customs, They 
tie a dog to the dying person’s bed, to have it 
take the soul, though in what way the animal is 
supposed to do it! am notinformed. When 
they feel sure that the person is going to die, 
they perform a certain ceremony, which con- 
sists in bathing the patient, and then he is 
given Over to the men who are to carry his body 
to the Tower of Silence. No person, not even 
his best friends. can touch him after that. If 
they do, they will be forever deiiled, for he is 
to all intents and purposes a dead man. It is 
thought that people aie whose lives might be 
saved were it not for this foolish custom. As 
soon as be is supposed to have breathed bis last 
he is wrapped up in white cloth and carried on 
an iron bier on the sboulders of these bear- 
ers, followed at a little distance by his 
male relatives and otber friends, all in the 
long robes, to the Tower of Silence, where 
no one cxcept the bearers can enter. His body 
is then exposed to the -vuitures, which can al- 

s be seen on the wall waiting for their prey, 
anh quick work they make of it. If he is only 
in aswouon, as is sometimes the case, he can 
never return to hf famaiiv. Heis a dead man 
are concerned, and bis return 
would bring pestilence. There is a story that a 
youug girl once came to life and the bearers dis- 
patched her with a hatchet. And tucre is a 
man, now quite old, living in Surat, who years 
avo made his escape from the Tower of Silence, 
but has pever dared to return to his frends. 
There has lately been a good deal of excitement 
among the younger members of the Parsee 
community ov account of a report having becn 
spread that a man had lately come to life that 
had been killed by the bearers. There wasa 
sort of investigation tnto the case. The bearers 
denied haying killed a man, but did not explain 
satisfactorily what they did do. It is said that 
in the new tower there is a stone ladder to aid 
people to escape. As no onc, not evén a doc- 
tor, is. allowed to approach them after the puri- 
fication ceremony, it is left to the bearers tosay 
when they are dead, and many mistakes are lia- 
ble to happen.

This species is very 
contagious, but tuberosis is not, under ordine- 
ry circumstances. By contiaued close contact, 
or sexual intercourse, it might be communi- 
cated. 

Dr. Loo Chan Foey, the Chinese physician 
alluded to by Dr. Black, was then introduced, 
and answered some questions through an inter- 
preter. He did not consider this type of the 
disease contagious to any considerable extent. 
In answer to the question whether a nurse 
affected with it might communicate it py purs- 
ing to a healthy child, be said he thought she 
would. In the discussion which foliow ed, one 
physician, who had been a good dea) among 
the Chinese, a the premonitory symptoms of 
leprosy wey similar to those of malarial poison- 
ing, and expresseil the opinion that the discase 
might become epidemic in the low valleys of 
Caiifornia, but in the coast. counties’ or the 
mountain districts he would have no fear of it. 
The Chinese in this city generally, he thoucht, 
did not regard it as contagious. A contrary 
opinion was expressed by some of the members, 
but. as some of them remarked, there were not 
sullicient data to form a definite opinion upon. 
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THE DEFENSES OF LONDON 
London News, Feb. 12. 

With the addition of some huge thirty-eight- 
ton guns, the heaviest artillery at present in the 
service, to the defenses of the Thames, the forts 
which now protect London on the side of the 
sea may be considerciiin a satisfactory condi 
tion. We rarely regard London as a fortified 
city,and. yet against the attack of a hostile 
squadron it is as well assured as any other port 
in the world.. It is only within the past few 
years that any really serious steps bave becn 
made for the proper defense of the centre of the 
nation’s greatnéss. At any time, no doubt, we 
could organize in afew days asystem of tor- 
pedo defense which would, if successful, effectu- 
ally bar progress up the river; but torpedoe 8 are 
at best a treacherous kind of we apon, and are 
apt, at times, to be as dangerous to 
fnend as to foe. Coming up to the Nore, the 
first opposition that an enemy would be likely 
to meet with aré the Sheerness forts and the 
Isle of Grain guns, together with any long- 
range cannon which might happen to be in posi 
tion on the Essex shore at Sbhoeburyness. In 
the event of the hostile squadron passing these, 
is Would next ma to cope with @ very power- 
ful battery at Coal-House Point, and another on 
the oppos: te shore, cailed the new Shornmeade 
Fort. These works mount guns of very heavy, 
calibre, and are so constructed that they may 
operate in unison, and deliver a sweeping cross- 
fire. Moreover, the reach of the nver is of 
such a mature that the cannon of the forts could 
command any ship ccming up the river a couple 
of miles before the latter came abreast of the 
batteries. If we suppose, however, the enemy 
to be successful in evading these works also, 
then his progress would be checked again by 
dilbary Fort and its companion work opposite 

New Tavern Fort. These forts are also fitted 
with guns of heavy calibre and long range, 
those on the Kent shore commanding the whole 
of the long reach in the river just below Grave- 
send. It would only be in the event of an ene- 
my running the gauntlet of those big guns that 
itwould have any chance whatever of reaching 
the Government factories at Woolwich, or those 
docks whose overflowing riches the world has 
heard vaunted so much and »0o often.

Oh, horror! my stockings 
were full of blood; my European contrivances 
had failed, and, instead of keeping out my 
enemies, had afforded them a safe retreat, for 
discovered no less than nine gorged leeches in 
one stocking and eigbt in the other. From that 
moment I discarded shoes and stockings, ana, 
doing in Malayaas the Malays do, ever aiter 
walked barefoot, armed with a stick, tobacco, 
and lime, which I found most effective, requir- 
iug only a little vigilance on my own part and 
that of my immediate followers in our Indian 
mode of progression.

among the Democratic majority, no control- 
ling power whose authority is recognized in 
the direction of affairs. None of the ap- 
propriation bills have been so much as con- 


sidered by the respective Committees. The 


failure. Its Chairman, contrary to all pre- 
cedent, neither exercises nor is entitled to 
exercise any authority as parliamentary 
leader by consent, while the great work of 
the session, so far as this Committce is con- 
cerned, the bill for the revision of the tariff, 
is an impotent, disgraceful piece of botch- 
work. ‘There seems to be no possibility that 
the session can be closed with all the com- 
pulsory legislation accomplished before the. 
first of September. By that time the people 
of the United States will be able to deter- 
mine whether they can stand another two- 
years’ dose of the same sort. 


The Ways and Means Committee of the 
House of Representatives are still laboring 
over the tariff. The latest question decided 
by them is to fix a scale of duties on lumber. 
The distinction between manufactured and 
unmanufactured wood is, or ought to be, a 
plain one, and the difference between a duty 
on beards in the rough and the duty on 
boards planed, tongued, etc., ought to be 
easily adjusted. But this Committee have 
gone into a critical examination of how often 
a plane may be rubbed over a board without 
increasing the duty thereon, and have under- 
taken to make a differencein the duty on 
.boards planed on one side and those planed 
on both sides, and what rate per cent ad- 
ditional shall be added to boards tongued 
and grooved. The scale of lumber-duties 
will be a monument of the industry of the 
Committee in laboring to get upa bill which 
will not pass and ought not to pass. The 
best thing the House can do, when the bill 
shall be reported, is to lay 1t on the table, to 
be taken up no more; then appoint a com- 
mittee of three members in favor of reduc- 
ing the tariff to a revenue standard, and let 
them report a bill in which duties shall be 
levied exclusively for revenue, and not to 
protect this man’s saw-mill, that man’s 
patent, or the other man’s bounty on dande- 
lion roots. 


CRUSH OUT CUSTOMS FRAUDS AND UNITE 
THE REPUBLICAN PARTY. 

The Republican party is seriously divided. 
This is so evidently a fact as to be beyond 
dispute. The President removed the press- 
ure of military power and surveillance from 
the States of the South, and in that step 
Tue Taisunz heartily justified and cordialfy 
supported him. And the Southern policy 
is a success notwithstanding the exhibition 
of palpable bad faith in Louisiana in the 
matter of malicious political prosecutions. 
It is useless to ignore the fact, however, 
that thousands cf Republicans earnestly dis- 
sented from this policy of the President ; 
some from honorable motives, but the 
greater bumber from narrow, partisan views, 
—a desire for the retention of the old rally- 
ing-cry with the sid of which party victories 
were won in the prst, and with the aid of 
which it is fondly believed other party 
victories may be won in the fuiure. These 
latter are Implacables who thirst for spoils, 
and can be appeased only by spoils. Un- 
fortunately the ranks of the Implacables of 
the North have been strengthened by new 
accessions of late, owing to the attitude and | 
conduct of a far worse class of Implacables 
in Louisiana,—the prosecutors of Weis 
and Anpersoxy. This action of the hot- 
heads of the South tends to still further 
alienate from the President those who origi- 
nally dissented from his Southern policy, 
and so to widen the breach in the party. 

On the silver question there 1s also a broad 
difference of opinion in the Republican par- 
ty ranks. On this subject the President’s 
views are known to be opposed to those of 
an overwhelming majority of his party as- 
sociates, and the interposition of his veto to 
the Buanp bill has unquestionably stall fur- 
ther divided the organization, or, at least, 
separated from him large numbers of its 
membership. It is safe to assume, and there- 
fore wise to admit under these circumstances, 
that the Republican party is undergoing the 
process of disintegration. If existing differ- 
ences are not speedily healed, defeat in the 
States and the nation awaits the party which 
has been in power since 1860.) But such de- 
feat would, nevertheless, be a great calami- 
ty. It is not necessary to press this view of 
the case upon Repubiicans of either faction. 
And we are quite clear that the prospect of 
the accession of the Democratic party to 
power in 1880 would be looked upon as a 
calamity, not only by Republicans, but by 
sober-miaded, substantial citizens generally, 
regardless of their abstract political views. 
The Democratic party aes given no sign of 
increased wisom, or of a higher degree of 
political integrity. Itis the same old cor- 
rupt ‘‘ machine,” devoted to the pursuit of 
spoils, that it was in the time of Jacxson, 
when Swartwovui, the then Collector of the 
Port of New Yorky decamped with twelve 


-hundred thousand doliars of the public money. 


It is worth while, then, for Republicans, 
not to say patriotic citizens of all. shades of 
political opinion, to cast about for means 
whereby to heal the breach at present unde- 
niably existing in the ranks of the Repubii- 
can party—to stop the process of party dis- 
integration. 

Is there no common ground upon which 
Republicans of all shades of opinion can be 
brought solidly together? We think there is. 

When the prosecution of T'wexp took 
shape, every honest man in New York City, 
and indeed in the whole country, rallied to 
its support. Even Samvsen J. ‘Tinpen, 
although for meny years intimately asso- 
ciated with Twzxp, and generally believed 
to have been a party to many of his political 
crimes—even he was compelled, by the exi- 
geucies of the situation, to join in the pur- 
suit of his old friend, the monstrous thief. 
Indignation against the great public robber 
was 50 hot that it brooked no division of the 
people. Republicans, Democrats, Independ- 
ents,—everybody who cared to preserve a 
reputation for honesty and respectability, — 
supported the authorities in the effort to 
bring Tween to justice. No political party 
organs dared to maintain an attitude of 
coolness or indifference on the subject 
which monopolized public attention. 
No New York City journal, however 
intimate might have been the relations of its 
managers with Twzrp, dared—not one of

than the crime which consigned the name 
of Twszxp to lasting infamy, and his per- 
son to ae felon’s cell; We mean the 
the abuse, the outrages, and the scandalous 
practices prevailing in the conduct of the 
New York Custom-House, whereby that pub- 
lic institution is converted into a sink of 
iniquity. The disclosure of TwEED's thiev- 
ery to the extent of two or three millions of 
dollars per annum for s decade convulsed 
New York City with a spasm of horror; and 
the disclosure was promptly followed by 4 
universal burst of righteous indignation. 
But notwithstanding it is notorious that ten 
times the amount filched by Tween is an- 
nually stolen from the Government dues, 
by thieving brokers and importers, through 
the inefficiency of the chiefs and the corrup- 
tion of the subordinates of the New York 
Custom-House, still, on the part of the press 


and people of New York City, there is a 


silence on the subject as absolute as that of 
the grave! The extent of this monstrous 
annual robbery has been estimated, and pub- 
lished, and commented upon from time to 
time by Secretaries of the Treasury and by 
Civil-Service and other Commissions. But if 
any official of the past in high station ever 
thought of making an effort to crush out the 
mammoth evil and bring the rascally thieves 
to the bar of justice, he smothered the 
thought to death in the silence of hisown 
breast. 

There is a tradition to the effect that the 
Hon. Preston Kine, when appointed Col- 
lector of the Port of New York, resolved to 
probe the vile nest of corruption to the bot- 
tom, and that he actually took some steps 
to that end. Shortly afterwards his dead 
body was found floating in the North River. 
Whether he was assassinated by the ring of 
robbers, or was driven to despair and in- 
sanity by a too keen perception of the mag- 


nitude of the task he had set himself to jger- 


form, will never be known. The Jay Com- 
mission reports are replete with evidence of 
every species of inefficiency and corruption 
among all classes of subordinates in the 
New York Custom-House, from the highest 
to the lowest grade. But from the first 
word the last of those reports there is not 
a line of reproof to the chiefs under whose 
management and immediate observation the 
monstrous frauds are committed! There is 
no parallel to the apathy shown upon this 
subject, by both Government and people, in 
the history of official crime, either in this or 
any other country. The abuse is so hoary 
with the trick of use that it seems 
to have taken on an odor of sanc- 
tity like some_ traditionary biasphe- 
mous or immoral practice of the dark ages. 
But this silence as of the grave, which has so 
long enveloped an evil so monstrous that in 
its presence the crime of Twsep is dwarfed 
into the shrunken proportions of a petty 
offense, is destined soon to be dispelled. 
Some spark falling upon the mine of corrup- 
tion will cause an explosion whose thun- 
derous noise will shock indifference into 
activity, and so compel reform. 

Will the President and the Secretary of the 
Treasury strike the blow? Will they grapple 
with the monster that has impudently and 
successfully defied all their predecessors, 
from Jacxson down to the present time? It 
is the President who grandly said: ‘* He 
serves his party best who serves his country 
best.” Here is an opportunity to serve both 
country and party. The sound of the blow 
that smites the guilty officials of the 
New York Custom-House will reverberate 
throughout the length and bieadth of the 
land, carrying assurance of a reform so 
sweeping and grand that no honest man 
can resist the impulse to unite with 
the Administration for its prosecution. 
Then there will be such a union as 
there was among patriots at the 
North when the boom of the Rebel cannon 
shot at Fort Sumter produced an echo of 
anguish in the secret recesses of every heart. 
There will be .a demand for honesty where 
the dishonesty that has reigned means the 
loss of $25,000,000 per annum to the public 
revenues. There will be absolute unity of 
thought and purpose, and this unity will ex- 
tend from Maine to California. This unity 
will brook no opposition ; it will not tolerate 
silence. It will demand speech from the 
press, not alone of the interior, but of New 
York City. And the press of the chief city, 
its shackles cuce removed, will come to the 
front and clamor ds loudly for reform as it 
did when Twxrep was driven behind the bars 
of the State Penitentiary. ‘This will be a 
stroke for Civil-Service reform that will 
touch the heart of the bitterest Implavable. 
It will plant that much-abused policy down 
deep in the hearts of the people; so deep 
that all the machine politicians in all the 
political parties in the country can never 
wrench it from its secure resting-place. 


BISMARCK’S SPEECH. 

The intimation that the forthcoming Con- 
ference may be held in Berlin, and that in 
such a case Prince Bismarck may preside 
over its deliberaticns, lends additional inter- 
est to the speech recently delivered by the 
Chancellor im _ the IkImpecrial Parliament. 
While the speech was largely devoted to de- 
fining the interests of Germany and her 
friendly relations with the rest of Europe, 
especially with the other two Powers in the 
Triple Alliance, there was a hint thrown out 
that is an omen of peace. It is contained in 
his declaration that he sees no adequate 
reason for war in the situation, and that 
Germany can hold the balance evenly be- 
tween Russia and Austria. If Germany sees 
uo reason why there should be a war, it is 
not likely that. Austria, who only moves as 
Bismancxk pulls the string, will, or that Rus- 
sia, who cannot afford to antagonize Ger- 
many, will. These three Powers are just now 
viewing the situation through the same spec- 
tacles. The basis upon which the Chancellor 
establishes his pacific structure seemsto have 
special reference to Engiand. He calls at- 
tention to the fact that Russia now holds 
possession of the whole of Eastern Europe 
from the Danube to the Sea of Marmora, and 
that, while this result was a foregone conclu- 
sion from the very outset, not oue Power in 
Europe has deemed it of sufficient conse- 
quence to make any effort to prevent it. 
Turkey alone has fought to maintain herself 
north of Constantinople. The other Powers 
have not lifted a finger to aid her, and have 
not uttered a protest against what they may 

shave thought to be Russian pretensions. 
Upon this statement of unquestionabie fact 
Prince Bismanck asks if it is likely that any 
Power will disturb the cecupation of Bul- 
garia by the Russiens, when it would not 
spend a dollar or a single life to maintain: the 
Turks in possession of this and other prov- 
inces. In tracing still further the bearings 
of this point, he intimates, with that 
irony that is peculiar to him, that any 
Power that would take the destinies of East- 
ern Europe out of Russia’s hands only loads 
itself down with Russia’s respensibilities, 
and accepts ag a legacy the undesirable frag- 
ments of the recent Turkish Empire, He 


the job she has ag orale agen 
upon the effects of the Sick Man, now to 
intents and purposes a dead man, and as 
Germany is more competent to do it than 
any other Power, having less 
est involved, he may well declare that he 
cannot see how any nation can fight for such 
a privilege, and dismiss all ideas of war. 
With regard to the vexed question of the 
Dardanelles, he says in his speech that he 
hes information which renders certain a sat- 
isfactory solution. ‘This declaration must 
have been based upon assurances from Rus- 
sia that the question would be referred to 
the Conference, as has already transpired, 
Russia making no pretense of con- 
quést in that direction, and stipulating 
for its settlement, by the Powers, by which 
decision she will abide. That she has no 
idea of making the Dardanelles o Russian 
strait is already shown by her waiving all 
claim which she might have legitimately 
made toa part or the whole of the Turkish 
fleet. There can be little doubt that upon 
this point Germany, Austria, and Russia are 
agreed, and that the settlement of the ques- 
tion in the Congress will not involve very 
grave difficulties, The speech, as a whole, is 
an argument for*peace, and that peace is based 
upon the neutrality of Germany, which has 
been so carefully maintained that she is the 
real arbiter in the present struggle. She has 
no riva.ries and no conflict with any other 
Power. She holds the scales in her own 
hands, and she can turn them one way or 
the other, as she may choose, with her vast 
army. When such a Power says there is no 
cause for war, the prospects for peace are 
very assuring. 


THE WOLF AT THE DOOR. 

The fact that a bill has been reported in 
the House of Representatives establishing a 
Burea of Commerce, and proposing to put 
the operation of railroads under the control 
of national legislation, is recognized by some 
of the New York papers as an evidence that 
the policy pursued by the railroad managers 
has reached that point that public opinion 
demands just such a remedy as is proposed, 
The New York Journal of Commerce, one of 
the most conservative papers in the country, 
openly declares that the railroad manage- 
ment, by its pooling devices, has forfeited all 
sympathy, and merits only the most vigorous 
treatment from Congress and from the State 
Legislatures. Reviewing the recent action 
of the Chamber of Commerce on this sub- 
ject, the Journal condemns it as altogether 
too mild, and as not equal to the occasion. 
That paper says: 

The appointnf&nt of legislative commissions ‘‘ to 
inquire *’ is the last refuve of weakness, and the 
Committee flies to it of course. Butthe time for 
inguiry was past long ago. All sorts of private 
committees, with the newepapers in the van. have 
been inquiring for years into the railroad abuses. 
There is nothing new to be learned about them. 
It is now a well-settled fact that some legislation 
ie indispensable to regulate there creatures of the 
State which 60 pervert their trusts. The Commit- 
tce missed another good opportunity. It should 
have interjected a kind word for the report of a 
House Committee on the Regulation of Inter-State 
Commerce. This Committee of the lower branch 
of Congress bas put itself on the right plane so far 
us it goes. It et rs to pronidit pools and all 
unjust discriminations on roads running between 
the States. The report aims to do tlie same work 
in which the Chamker of Commerce is enlisted. 
and it ought to receive the hearty apvroval of that 
body. But the Committee of the Chamber passes 
it withoutallusion. This is not the backing from 
one's frends which Mr. Reacan bad a right to ex- 
ect. At some future meeting of the Chamber we 

ope to see this omission repaired. 


Considering the strong denunciation once 
showered upon the Granger legislation of 
the West, this language shows that the 
mercantile classes of the Eastern cities 
now experience the outrages which a 
few years ogo were inflicted upon the 
people of the Western States. Five years 
ago it was threatened that if legislative 
control of railroads was attempted, the capi- 
talists of the East would stop all traffic, and, 
if need be, tear up the rails, and never, no 
never, len@ a dollar, or have any further 
dealings with the West. Now, we have the 
New York Pulietin, one of the papers that 
has opposed all the legislation by the General 
Government as ‘* Centralization,” and, as 
such, a thing to be abandoned, gravely de- 
claring that the railroads, by their pooling 
and other general sntagonism to public in- 
terests, have forfeited all consideration, and 
should now be disciplined by the forcible 
assertion of legislative and governmental 
control, by which pooling and other abomi- 
nations should be rendered -impossible. It 
thinks the railroads have by their conduct 
invited the wolf, and that the wolf is now at 


the door. Itsays: 

Our good friends, the Railroad Presidents. we are 
inclined to think, must de convinced by this time 
that the scheme for placing our entire system of 
land transportation by steam under the manage- 
ment of a Federal Bureau is, afterall, something 
more than.an abstraction, or at most a menace 
only in the interests of the merchants, the farm- 
ers, and the business @jaswes at jarge, who have 
been complaining of ttle bardships of the pooling 
system and the odious discriminations, to say 
nothing of the uncertainties and perplexities at- 
tending its attempted enforcement. Mr. REAGAN 
and the Congressmen who are backing him up are 
evidentiy acting upon the conviction that they 
could notpossibiy have a more favorav!le opportunity 
for carrying their project into effect than is now 
presented, A contin zation of great railway cor- 
porations on any pretense presents itself to the 
popular mind as simply a gicunt:c monopoly, which 
will not only bave the commercial and business in- 
terests atits mercy, Dut which will not scruple to 
extend its infinence also to legislative bodies when- 
ever their iniercsets Bappen to point in that direc- 
tion. As for the railroad corporations, it need 
only be said that they have shut their eyes and cars 
#0 persistentiy to its premonitions, as if resolved 
to pursue taeir own policy, rewurdiess of other in- 
tereste and other iniluences, that they can hardly 
be regarded us proper subjects of sympathy. The 
press, as their sincerest friend, has stood between 
them and the Federal wolf which now threatens to 
devour them until it can #erve them no longer. 
The wolf » at the door. Our concern now i jess 
for the railroads than for the many other interests 
which, under the same itneéplration, in due time 
will probably be piaced under the care of the pa- 
ternal Government, inte whose haids the railroads 
Lave thas been blindly playing. 

The roads, however, continue to * pool,” 
and to carry on their buginess with as much 
indifference to public interests .as_ if 
they were established monopolies, secure in 
possession of absolute rights, aud not men- 
aced by legislative interference, backed by 
the opinion and determination of the great 
body of the people. 


PEACE IN CUBA. 

The insurrection in Cuba has come to an 
end. It was overcome by an offer of am- 
nesty, which reached the insurgents when 
their resources were exhausted and their 
cause seemed hopeless. They might have 
fought on for years—perhaps even uutil they 
had obtained recognition from the United 
States—if the merciless policy which former- 
ly animated the Spanish Government had 
continued in force; but the prospect of 
pardon and a restoration to their political 
privileges was too much even for their stern 
patriotism, and they succumbed when they 
were nearest the realization of their hopes. 


It is unquestionably true that every year. 


which passed and left the insurreciion un- 
subdued added to its moral force. The spee- 
tacle of a brave people struggling against 
frightful odds to assert their independence 
appealed powerfully to the sympathies of 


free and enlightened nations. These sym- 


pathies could not be repressed by considera- 
tions of diplomatic relations or the prece- 
dents of international law. It was not suf- 
ficient to say that the insurrection had been 
unsuccessful or that the Republic had no 
seaports and no navy. The simple fact that 
the insurrection had been maintained for ten 


personal inter- 


in their owa territory practically invincible. 
They had at least the semblance of a State 
Government, including a President and Con- 
gress. They had also true patriots among 
them,—men who had sacrificed pr ihcely for- 
tunes and imperiled their lives in the cause 
of independence. These men resisted to 
the last, and were overpowered in the peace 
by the mutiny of their followers, who 
clamored for the bribes held out by the 
Spanish Government. 

The effect of peace upon the finances of 
Cuba can hardly fail to be salutary. Peace 
was essential to the restoration of a tolerable 
condition of prosperity. Qube had ceased 
to be the Queen of the Antilles. The island 
was always victimized by misrule and rav- 
aged by ruinous methods of cultivation, but 
it was before 1868 a souree of constant reve- 
nue to Spain. Of its total annual revenue 
of $26.000,000, about one-fourth was annu- 
ally remitted to Spain. After the breaking 
out of the insurrection these remittances 
ceased. The Spanish Government was hard 
pressed to pay its own expenses at home, and 
it could do nothing to defray the 
cost of putting down the rebellion in Cuba. 
This burden consequently fell upon the in- 
habitants of the island. Forced loans be- 
came the order of the day. The Bank of 
Havana made illimitable issues of legal- 
tender. Enormous import and export du- 
ties were imposed. None of these expedi- 
ents, however, were sufficient to keep up the 
revenues to the war standard, and, as the 
population of the island embraced barely 
1,300,000 people, including slaves and freed- 
men, taxation had to be carried almost to 
the point of confiscation to meet the annual 
deficits. When peace was declared, the 
Spanish Government Was, comparatively 
speaking, hardly less exhausted than the 
insurgents. Its difficulties will, however, 
speedily be removed by the continuance of 
peace. The natural richness of Cuba and 
the commercial advantages she possesses in 
the relative importante of her exports and 
imports insure her « prosperous budget in 
time of peace. With prosperity will doubt- 
less come more reasonable conceptions of 
economical truths and a lightening of the 
export and import duties, which operate as a 
barrier more . formidable than the ocean be- 
tween Cuba and the remainder of the world. 
During the year ending June 30, 1877, the 
United States imported from Cuba goods val- 
ued at $67,699,299, and exported to that 
country -only $12,709,003. The principal 
importation was sugar, which was brought 
in to the value of about #60,000,000. The 
importations of tobacco were valued at 
$4,600,000. Coffee was an inconsiderable 
item, in consequence of the enormous export 
duty, the total value of the importation of 
this staple being estimated at only $1,955. 
The advantage of trade is largely with Cuba, 
because that country digcriminates directly 
against American vessels, making all impor- 
tations into Cuba in other than Spanish bot- 
toms subject to a special and heavy tax. It 
has in practice been found cheaper to 
send goods across the ocean to Spain 
and have them reshipped there than 
to attempt to send them to Cuba in Ameri- 
can vessels. This injurious commercial 
policy has been severely noticed in the 
United States of late, and will unquestionably 
end in the adoption of retaliatory measures 
unless some concessions are made by Spain. 
Overtures to this end have been made and 
favorably considered ; and it is believed the 
suppression of the insurrection, carrying 
with it certain relief from the financial dis- 
tress of the Government, wiil hasten the 
adoption of a more enlightened policy. At 
any rate, the restoration of peace on the 
island and the development of all its wonder- 
ful resources will be a commercial benefit to 
the United States. On that account, if on 
no other, the end of the insurrection may be 
noticed with pleasure in this country.

BOTH UNLAWFUL AND IMPOLITIC. 

The proposition lately made by one C. C. 
Gitmorz to the Board of County Commis- 
sioners of Cook County to hire the county 
abstract books should, for several reasons, 
never be seriously entertained. In the first 
place, the proposed leasing of such books is 
in contravention of law. The county has no 
legal right to lease the abstract books. The 
Recorder is, by law, made the custodian of 
all the books, papers, ahd records of his of- 
fice; and is required to give bond in the 
penal sum of $20,000, conditioned not only 
‘‘for the faithful discharge of his duties,” 
but **to deliver up all papers, books, rec- 
ords, and other things appertaining to his 
office, whole, safe, and undefaced, whea 
lawfully required to doso.” As thisis the 
mandate of the law, it cannot be overborne 
by the act of the County Board.. Butif the 
Board may lease a portion of the books 
of the Recorder’s office, it may de- 
prive, indeed it must deprive, the Recorder 
of his possession of them, and so render 
him powerless to fulfill the condition of his 
bond; and if it may deprive him of 
a portion of the books of his of- 
fice, it may deprive him of all 
of them, and so not only compel the forfeit- 
ure of his bond touching;the abstract books, 
but prevent him from performing any part 
of his official duties as Recorder. The right 
of the county to purchase and continue ab- 
stract books, and make abstracts, does not 
include the right to hire unofficial persons to 
make abstracts. The statute declares that 
the Board of County Commissioners may 
provide for the furnishing of abstracts; but 
it also requires that the Recorder, and no 
other, shall make and certify to such ab- 
stracts. It is not to be presumed for a mo- 
meut that the-Courts, upon proper applica- 
tion, would refuse to interpose by injunction 
to prevent the consummation of the Grtr- 
mone scheme. But who is Gitmonz? He 
was formerly in the profession of abstract- 
making, under the firm name of GriL_Morz, 
Potszoce & Co. Under Mr. James Stewanrr, 
Mr. Grtmore was, for a cousideration, allow- 
ed to practice his profession in the Record- 
er’s oflice ; that is to say, make abstracts from 
the Recorder's books. But he failed 
at that business; and it is understood that 
he is still in debt to the county for the use 
of the county’s books; Subsequently he 
was employed 1m the abstract department by 
Recorder Baocaway. He was, however, dis- 
charged for inattention to his duties. We 
don’t desire to injure Mr. Gitmorsz, but, as 
he seeks to possess himself ‘of some valuable 
property belonging to County, it is 
proper that the County Board and the tax- 
payers should know what manner of man he 
is, and whether or not he is responsible, 
either pecupiarily or morally. There is little 
doubt, however, as we have already shown 
in a previous issne, that Mr. Orro Pzzrzzr is 
the real party to the proposition to lease the 
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a maker of abstracts. We are now 
informed that in so stating we were in error. 
His only skill consists in “‘ map-making.” He 
never made an abstract in the whole course 
of his life. We are informed also that he is 
without responsibility peeuniarily. These 
facts show that, even if the County Board 
had the legal right to lease the county's ab- 
stract books, it would be the height of folly 
to ‘intrust them to the hands of Mr. Pexrzrn. 

The business of making abstracts is of an 
exceptionally difficult character. They re- 
late to titles involving values amounting in 
the aggregate to millions of dollars. The re- 
sponsibility and delicacy of the work are of 
the first order. b accuracy and integrity 
are absolutely essential to the safe conduct 
of such a business. But it is not necessary 
to impeach the integrity of Mr. Perrzer in 
order to show his unfitness for this delicate 
trust and large responsibility. The fact 
that he was dismissed from the Recorder's 
office on the charge of neglect of duty 
is sufficient offitself alone to bar him from 
the list of competitors for such a contract, 
even if it were proper for the county to en- 
ter into the contract on any terms. And all 
that is here said of Peutzer applies with 
equal force to GiLMORE. 

But why, if it were legal, should the 
county abstract books be leased? The coun- 
ty purchased the books at large expense, and 
in revising, correcting, and “‘ continuing ” 
them. The purchase was an experiment,—an 
experiment regarded by many as of doubt- 
ful propriety. The county abstracts did not 
at first secure the confidence of the com- 
munity. 
months of Mr. Recorder Stewant’s adminis- 
tration the amount received for abstracts 
furnished was only $6,156. But during the 
next twelve months (the first year of Maj. 
Brockway’s administration) the amount re- 


ceived was $14,427.41,—an increase of over 


three hundred per cent. This fact shows a 
very healthy growth of public senti- 
ment in favor of the new system. 
The total cost of the Abstract De- 
partment for the year just mentioned 
appears on the books of the Recorder as 
$17,000. But of this sum $6,000 was ex- 
pended for “‘keeping up” tract indices, 
which by law are required to be “con- 
tinned,” whether abstracts are made or not. 
There are also certain other items of expense 
included in the total of $17,000 not properly 
chargeable to the Abstract Department, 
namely: the cost of making copies of ab- 
stracts filed in the Recorder’s office after the 
fire of 1871 to replace burnt records. These 
figures, from the Recorder’s report for 1877, 
show that the county abstract business, in- 
cluding the cost of ‘‘keeping up” tract in- 
dices, has reached a point where it is prac- 
tically self-sustaining. That this result 
should have been achieved at so short a date 
from the inception «f the project, and 
during a period of almost unparalleled dull- 
ness in the real estate and loan markets, is 
conclusive evidence of the faithful, efficient, 
and economical management on the part of 
the Recorder. 


There is a final reason of paramount force 


in favor of leaving the county’s abstract 
books just where they are. After the fire of 
1871 the owners of real estate in Chicago 
realized, in their pockets, the meaning of the 
word monopoly. The several abstract firms 
here pooled their books and doubled-their 
prices, and they have held their prices well 
up ever since. They now charge for each 
conveyance $1.50, while the county charges 
but $1,—a difference in favor of the county’s 
client of 334 per cent; and there is the same 
difference m the respective charges for cer- 
tificates. While the Recorder retains posses- 
sion of the county’s abstract books, he will 
be able successfully to bear the abstract 
market. When he loses possession of the 
books, the abstract monopoly will* reassert 
its sway and put up prices to the famine 
rate. 


SILVER BYLLION CERTIFICATES. 
The following is the text of the bill intro- 
duced into the United States Senate by Sen- 
ator CockreLL, of Missouri, providing for 


the issue of Government certificates on’ 


stamped bars of silver, in materially the 
same manner as certificates of deposit are 
now issued on gold bullion: 

Be it enacted, etc., That the Secretary of the 
Treasury is hereby authorized and directed to re- 
ceive deposits of silver ballion or bare with the 
Treasurer or any Assistant-Treasurer of the United 
States in sums not less than $20, estimating 412% 
grains troy weight standard silver to the dollar, 
and to issue certificates therefor in denominations 
not less than $20, each eorresponding with the de- 
nominations of United States notes, and sach cer- 
tifeates shall be the form of the certificates now 
authorized and issued for gold oullion, and shall 
be payable to depositor er bearer. and shall be re- 
ceivable at par in ne oe ny for duties on im *, 
taxes. and all public dues. and shall be payabie by 
the Treasurer or any Asesistant-Treasurer of the 
United States ov demand in silver dollars or United 
Stutes notes, and when so paid such bullion shall 
becume the property of the United States. 

We are not prepared to estimate the rela- 
tive strength of the friends and opponents 
of such a measure in Congress on grounds 
of expediency, but even those who were 
originally opposed to the remonetization of 
silver must admit that the suggestion is en- 
tirely logical after the remonetization of 
silver. The value of the double standard 
consists largely in the option it gives to pay 
in either coin; but to maintain this option 
fairly, there must be no advantage given one 
coin over the other by Goverment enact- 
ment. The special protection of one or 
partial exclusion of the other by force of 
statute naturally impairs the option, and to 
that extent lessens the advantage of the sys- 
tem. Hence, when there is provision for the 
issue of Government certificates of deposit 
on gold bullion at the rate of 25 8-10 grains 
to the dollar, that being the gold dollar, the 
very essence of the double standard de- 
mands that there shall likewise be certificates 
of deposit issued on the deposit of silver 
bullion at the rate of 412} grains to the 
dollar, which is the lawful standard. 
If the advantage of bullion deposits 
could be fairly claimed in favor of 
either metal, it would be for silver instead 
of gold for two reasons, viz.: (1) Because 
silver has been excluded from the coinage of 
dollars for five years, and it has now been 
necessary to limit such coinage owing to the 
limited capacity of the mints; and (2) be- 
cause silver, at the standard weight, is the 
bulkier and more inconvenient of the two 
metals to handle, and therefore may claim 
the certificate substitute for the benefit of 
commerce and trade.

A METROPOLIS WRECKER. 


Svecial Dispatch to The Trabune. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 5.—An interesting 


‘sequel to the Metropolis disaster was brought 


to light to-day, when Capt. William U. Harrison, 
who figured so conspicuously in the Bliss 
” spirit ** exposure, and whose notoricty was 
considerably increased in his work while acting 
as agent for Messrs. P. & ‘f. Collins at the 
wreck of the Metropolis, was arrested at his 
boarding-house on grave charges relating to his 
doings on Currituck Beach, and locked up in 
Moyamensing Sbecause he could not furnish 
the pail which was demanded. Har- 
rison and his wife, nee Snyder— 
who bore a part as rfromivent as that of 
the Cepiain in the Bliss humbuegerv and the 
trial of the “* Mejums’’—were passengers on 
the Metropolis, and, by the uisaster which that 
vessel met, Mrs. Harrison, after being a bride 
for only a couple of days, lost 
her life. The Captain, haviue safely 
reached the shore, at once be@an 
to look after things generally, and, receiving 
from Mr. Thomas Collins a letter informing ail 
whom it might concern that Capt. Harrison was 
authorized to forward dead bodies to Norfolk 
and secure auy bagvage or other property belong- 
ing to the dead, as well as requesting that ail 
possible assistance be rendered the Captain, he 
busied himself about the beach for days, keep- 
ing the newspapers constautiv advised by tele- 
graph of the condition of things, and other- 
wise muking himself apparentiy useful. 
But when Mr. Colitns and one of his 
clerks were in Norfolk, and also at the 
beach recently, attending to the burving of the 
dead, they were told that Capt. Harrison, on 
the day when he started Grom the beach 
for this city, tovk three trunks with 
him to Norfolk; that he gave little 
or no attention to the ourying of 
the dead, notwithstanding Lis telegraphed rep- 
resentations to the contrarv: that cight or 
ten bodies were left unburied; that Harrison 
was drunk most of the time; that he spent 
much money down there; and that, when- 
ever parties came for the purpose 
of identifying a body, the Captain 
triea to extort money irom thein, 
aud several times succeeded in doing se. On 
his arrival here Harrison dropped in on the 
Messrs. Collins, his employers, and has not 
been seen since until arrested. After 
allowing him more than two weeks 
to give an account of himse/f, Mr. P. Collins 
put a detective on his track. Yesterday he was 
found, and his apartments searched, and a large 
quantity ot clothing, ete., vamiousivy marked, 
was found in his possession. Among the 
things there were articles bearing the name of 
Grady, another lost passenger of this 
city, and undcerciothing and other articles 
having stamped upon them the nauie of J. 8. 
Moore, of this city, the civil-engincer who lost 
his life by this wreck, and Sumerous other 
articles that were not specially marked.

Excrn, Ili., March 5.—An important meeting 
of the Board of Trade was held here to-day, 
which was nhumerous!ly attended, several dis- 
tinguished visitors from abroatl being present, 
among them G. W. Crozier, of Wellington, O.:

MINNESOTA.

The success 
which has attended the construe@ion of the 
Lake George & Muskegon River Railroad and 
the absence of snow, which renders hauliug 
logs by other methods imperative, has awakened 
large operators to the necessity of constructing 
railroads, not only to reach tracts of pine re- 
mote from streams, but to guarantee a stock of 
logs when nature fails to provide the required 
snowiall to enable them to carry on operations. 
Several of the largest tirms in Michigan are now 
building cheap reads in order to reach their 
timber and logs, which they are unable to reach 
by the usual snow method. ; 

The Indianapolis Jowrna/l states that a railway 
Official at that point, of large experience and an 
expert at figures, has madea careful estimate 
of the loss to the railroads in earnings by the 
cutting in rates during the last five months, 
by taking the roads between Chicago, the 
Mississippi and Ouio Rivers, and the seaboard, 
aud it is not less than $14,400,000.

THE VISITING STATESMEN. 


Explanation of a Financial Transaction at 
New Orleans During the Electoral Ex- 
citement, 

Special Dienatch to The Tribune. 
CINNCINNATI, O., March 5.—A correspondent 
of the Gazette at New Orleans give? the inside 
facts relative to the $20,000 said to have been 
borrowed from the Unien National Bank of 

Chicago. Specific statements have been-pub- 

lished in tbe New York Sun to the effect that 

this sum was part of the money paid by visiting 
statesmen to secure the Electoral vote of Louis- 
iana for Hayes; that $6,000 was paid to a mem- 
ber of the Returning Board, and that Jolm 

Sherman and those with him knew that the 

money came from the Collector of Internal 

Revenue, and was the money of the United 

States. The authority for these statements, 

according to the correspondent, is unquestiona- 

bly Senator Kellogg. ¢ facts of the case are 
briefly as follows: Money was necded to pay 
the expenses of witnesses before the Congres- 
sional! invgstigation, many of whom were hope- 
lessly crippled and suffering from their wounds 
at the hands of Democratic bulldozers, amd 
were more or less destitute. Gov. Kellogg was 
called upon to take the lead in as funds, 
and $20,000 was collected. Net a dollar of it 
came from a Revenue Collector, as gharged by 

Kellogg. Cockrell was not even Upproached 

on the subject. Further, the visiting 

statesmen knew nothing of where the money 
came from, though they may have assured Kel- 
logg it would be reimburs by the National 

Republican Committee. Five thousand dollars 

were raised by subscription among New Orleans 

Republicans. The remainder was advanced by 

a certain party, whose name can be had if 

needed, to cover the full amount of the sub- 

scription. A note for $20,000was made and 
discounted in Chicago. The National Commut- 
tee was wubpable to repay the amount.

if he ever pays the balance. The money was 
disbursed in a perfectly legitimate manner. No 
member of the Returning ever received a 
dollar of it. Those officials, indeed, have pot 
yet beerf paid their regular salaries allowed by 
law. Moreover, thev bold the written denial of 
Kellogg of the charges made. The money was 
paid for the exvenses of witnesses who were 
brought from the remote parts of the State, 
some of them jn a dying conditiou, and who had 
to be supported in New Orleans from thirty to 
fifty days wholiy trom Republican funds.

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CHAPPELL. 
SPOONS AND BUTTER-KNIFE., 

A week or so azo Tue Trrevune calied at- 
tention to the workings of a concern known as 
the Merrill Manufacturing Company, doing 
business on the northeast corner of Randolph 
avd LaSalle streets. The Company. advertise 
eXtensiyely that they will give to all purchasers 
of a family right for making ther “ Improved 
Washing Compound,” half a dozen double- 
plated teaspoons and an eiegantly-ornamentea 
butter-kuife, worth $5. The price of the family 
right being only $1, and there being a good de- 
mand for spoons, the trade may or may not be 
profitabie, . 

Yesterday a reporter climbed the stairs and 
entered the Merrill office. ‘There he found Mr. 
R. W. Chappell, Mavager of the Company, and 
to that gentieman he aunounced his business. 
Mr. Chappell was unrighteously indigwant. 

“ What does Tue TRIBUNE want sending its 
reporters around the town interfering with peo- 
ple’s business? We have got a legitimate busi- 
ness bere, and don’t care anything what the pa- 
pers say about us,”’ 

“What kind of a business do you conduct, 
and how do you make it pay to sell so much 
plated ware for a dollar?” 

“ Look here, this is the way we do business: 
We have got a washing-compound which we 
think is a good thing, aud well worth the money 
we ask for it. When a man buys it, he gets 
value received. We sell to agents the family 
right and these spoons and butter-knife for 50 
cents, and he sells them foradollar. Thatis a 
pretty fair profit for the agent, and the buyer 
gets the worth of bis money.” 

Mr. Chappell produced the spoons referred to. 
The reporter is not a jadge of plated-ware, and 
can only say thatthe articics were very shiny 
in appearance and not very heavy. In reply to 
further questions Mr. U. said that the Com- 
pany had sent out the spoons as an incentive 
to the sale of their goods, and - had 
discontinued this mode of doing business 
after losing about $4,000. Their rca- 
son for refusing to sell the family 
rights and spoons direct from the office was to 
guard against imitations of their goods. He 
did not explain what security he had against 
outside buyers, who, obtaining the “ rigbt”’ for 
$1, could at once proceed to imitate or manu- 
facture the compound. And; furthermore, he 
was not especially communicative, but com- 
jained bitterly that Toe Trinung would not 
fet him and other business men alone, and that 
it wasnone of any newspaper’s business atny- 
how. He showed some letters written to agents 
and intending purchasers, and repeated that the 
business was legitimate, and that no one had 
ever sent inthe money in compliance with the 
conditions without receiving the guvods. If 
there were any certificates still out, all the 
holders had to do was to send them in and get 
their property. 

THIS MR. M. CHAPPELL 

used, before the fire, torun a littic shop where 
the Academy of Music was subsequently bulit. 
He was then, as now, busied in éeciling articles 
which were of doubtful value, the best advyer- 
tised of tbem being a thing called ** smax,”’ no 
purchaser of which was ever known to thank the 
dav when he met Mr. Chappell’s advertisement 
and bought the article inequestion. For some 
unaccountable reason, such was the irritation 
of purchasers against this good man, that when- 
ever they were in town they were in the habit of 
ealling on him at his office. On these occasions 
he, it is sak!l, often went out of the back door 
without entering intoconversation with them.

Even a 
recent issue of Harpéer’s Bazar contained their 
afivertisement offering to sell “6 extra coln 
silver-plated teaspoons of the latest style pat- 
tern, retailing at $4.50 per set, and 1 elegant 
butter-knife, retailing at $1.50 for $i’’, upon 
which spoons and butter-knife “the firm will 
engrave the initials of the purchaser free, and 
send all silverware offered by post or express 
free of expense.” “The silverware man- 
ufactured this old and reliable 
Compapy,’’ according to Harper's Bazar, 
is indorsed by the Christian Leview, of 
Cincinuati, and a paper called the Blanchester, 
O., Préss. Upon inquiry of pergous in this city 
who ar¢ in the habit either of doing business in 
this sort of coif-silver table-ware, or who are 
familiar with the manners and customs of those 
whe are doing business in it, it appears that the 
cheapest spoons of .this kind can be purchased 
whotesale at $7.50 per gross, which will make 
81 cents for half-a-dozen; while ‘‘the elegant 
batter-knife, which retails at $1.50,’ can be pur- 
chased at $1.25 a dozen, of 105-12 cents per 
butter-knife. So that the spoons and the butter- 
knife together amount to 41 5-12 cents, which, 
where the firm sejls them for $1, leaves a mar- 
cin, of 5S 5-12 cents—something over 100 per 
cent profit. It will thus be| seen how Mr. 
Chapvell, of the “ Merrill Manufactur- 
img Company,” can sell tor $1 six of 
these’ spoons, one butter-koife, and the right to 
make the washing compound, for the two first 
eost 41 cents and a fraction, and the latter, as 
near as can be ascert ained, costs nothing in 
particular. The materials of which the washing 
compound is manufactured cast $1 or so per 
ton. 

There is no valuable object which ean be 
served by buying the above-mentioned coin- 
silver tableware from Mr. Chappell or anybody 
else. It cannot be pawned. Burglars will not 
steal it. The plate washes off as soon as the 
articles are dipped into hot water. They cannot 
be given away without insulting the person to 
whom they are given; and the only Way in 
which one who gets such stuff in his house can 
id himself of it is by tying it-up into a bundle 
and dropping it quietiv into the Chicago River.

GERMAN DRAIN OF GOLD. 
BY GEO. M. WESTON: 

When the Bank of England resumed pay- 
ment in gold in 1821, the change which followed 
in the market relations of the precious metals 
was ascribed on all handsto arise in gold. No- 
body thought of saying then that silver had 
fallen, England was not throwing silver on the 
markets, but was drawing gold largely from the 
markets to take the place of one gery steers 

| world was surpriged, no use 
mae as wales the wicca do te, but because 
it rose so little. a une 
Beene thay. 1,204,000 ranks of gold ($130, 
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this oniy raised the proportion.of ic to silver 
from 1 to 1 to 1 to 15.60.” 

‘The recent movement of Germany is very 
often described in a careless Way 93 consisting 
merely of the disposal of certain quantities of 
siiver. As the change in tue metailic moncy of 
Germany was from silver to goll,the purchases 
of the latter mictal nrust necessari/y have equated 
the sales of the former. In fact, they were much 
greater, because, simultanevusly with the chauge 
in its metallic money, (:ermany suppressed bank 
notes below the denomination of 100 marke 
(about $25) to the amount of $180,000,00Q. In 
carrving forward both these changes at jonce, 
Germavy has bought very much more gold than 
it has sold of silver, aud the tendency of the 
whole transaction taken together bas been more 
to raise gold than to depress silver. The Aima- 
wach de Gotha for 1575 gives the following’ tavu- 
lar statement in marks (about 25 cents) of the 
progress made in Germany at the dates giveu in 
retiring silver and coining gold:

Of the oid silver retired, the part left for sale 
is that which remains after deducting what is 
used in the new #ilver subsidiary cotnace. 
Thus, at the last-named date, Sept. 3, 1577, the 
amount of old silvet retired was 905,550,900 
marks, of Which 411.435.9500 marks had been 
used in ihe subsidiary coinage, thus leaving irce 
for sale 495,424,000 marks, or abuut 304,000,000. 
But at the same date the coinage oi geoid was 
rather more than three times as much, and the 
purchases of gold must, therefore, haye been 
rather more than tliree tines as much, as Ger- 
many was an exclusive silver standard country 
when the operation began. 

It is undoubtedly true, however, that the 
drain made by Germany upou the gold markets 
of the world is cousiderably less than the agyre- 
gate amount ol the wold purchases oi Gerniaby, 
as indicated by the German coinage of gold. It 
was currently said that when thig coinare first 
eoummenuced it flowed out of Germany almost as 
fast as'it came from the mint. Nobody sup- 
poses that there is to-day nearly as much gold 
as has been coined, which, on the 50th of Sep 
tember, amounted to $380,825,525. It cannot 
well be supposed to exceed $254,000,000, wink h 
is the amount of bank notes (bclow 825) with- 
drawn, added to the net amount of silver with- 
aurawn, Some estimates reduce the present 
amount of gold iu Germany as low as $200,0U0v- 
000, but even at that figure it considerably ex- 
ceeds the amount of silver which has been sold. 

Gertaan purchases and. coinare of gold com- 
menced at once under the de.ree of Dec. 4, 
S71. and had reached at the end of IS?T2, ac- 
cording to the London FZeonom/st, £21,000,000, 
or $105.000,000, whereas the withdrawal ol 
silver ou!y becan under the law of 
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the middie 
of 1873, and had reached, even at tne end of 
‘December, 1574, only the unimportant sum p 
148,941,100 maras, or $37,255,275, of which only 
two-thirds could have been sold, as the other 
third was devoted to the subsidiary colnage. 

Of course, the rise or fall of gold aud silver 
since 18738 is to be directly determined in no 
other way than by a comparison of the gold 
and silver prices of general commodities theu 
ani now. But independently of such a com- 
parison, a rise in gold, rather than a fail in 511- 
ver, wouk! be looked for as thg consequence Oi 
the German currency operation, Witch Will- 
drew much more gold from than it threw silver 
upon the markets of the world.

THE VETO REVIEWED. 
To the Editor of The Tribuna 

Caicago, March 5.—The futile and uncalled- 
for veto of thé Silver bill bas placed the Presi- 
dent in the unenviabte attitute before the coun- 
tryof making an effort to maintain the mono- 
metallic system procured by clandestine legisia- 
tion ip- 1873, and by a forgery in the Revised 
Statutes in 1874. A momentous a change in 
the monetary system of the Union was effected 
without so much asa petition from the hum- 
biest individuaj in the nation, and without the 
knowledge of any but a small clique of couspir- 
ators. The President has not ventured to say 
that those clandestine and fraudulent acts were 
not done in violativn of the supreme law; he 
has been careful not to say that demonetization 
of one of the coin standards was constitutional. 
His kuowledge as a lawyer saved him from 
making that mistake. 

The message exhibits the earmarks of hasty 
preparation and ex-parte consideration of the 
great subject. The President’s time is so en- 
grossed by technical duties of his office, and 
his attention so occupied by callers and office- 
seckers, that he has had but litile leisure for 
thoughtful investigation of the question. He 
mav have glanced, while sipping his breakfast- 
coffee, at the discussions in Congress on the 
silver question briefly reported in the Washing- 
ton papers; and while waiting for dinner he has 
perused the stock arguments of the New York 
rold-bug prints against remonctizing, and that 
bas been the probable extent of bis reading, 
and his message is merely a feeble echo of their 
fraudulent fallacies. Let us glance at the points 
of the veto: 

After a preliminary flourish of friendship for 
sliver in the abstract, he proececds.to exhibit 
hostility to it in the concrete in this manner: 

It is well known that the market value of that 
number of grains of standard silver during the past 
year bas been from 90 to {2 cents as compared 
with the standard gold doliar. Thus the silver 
dollar authorized by this bill is worth from 8 to 10 
per cent less than it purports to be worth, and is 
made a iegal-tender for debts contracted when 
the law did not recognize such coins as Jawful 
woney. 

At the very moment he was penning 
paracraph, tue silver bullion quotations from 
London of 5544 pence per ource, making the 
doliar equal to 94 cents, was before him, and 
he could not help secing that as the probability 
of the passage of the remonetizinge Dill 
increased, the value of bullion adyanced. 
When the struryie began in Con- 
gress, Sil4¢ grains of siiver were only 
worth 90 cents; when the Bland bill passed 
the House the value rose to 91: when it 
passed the Senate silyer furtner advanced 
to 92; when the House accepted the Senate 
amendments silver went up to 08, and when it 
became morally certain the bill would be passed 
over the veto it advanced to #4. Upon what 
authority, then, did be say in bis message, 
‘** Thus the silver dollar authorized py this bill 
is Worth 8 to 10 per cent less than it purports to 
be worth’? But how can he know that the sil- 
ver dollar authorized by this act is worth any 
less than a gold dollar before it is coined and 
put tnto circulation? Does be want the coun- 
try to believe that the importers will only offer 
92 cents in greenbacks for a legal-tender silver 
dollar, while they will give 102 cepts in green- 
backs fora gold dollar? Does he exvect the 
public to give credence to the nonsense that a 
fuii legal-tender siiyer dollar will circulate at 8 
per cent below greenbacks? 

Fed on tht stale fallacies of the New York 
press, he has fallen a victim of their shallow 
sophiams. He failed to compehend the effect of 
remouetization on silver either in its bullion or 
legal-tender form. True, he had before him 
two vears’ experience with the subidiary silver, 


this 


sand could hardly have helped to notice that 


making it a legal-tender for merely five dollars 
was suflicient to keep $50,000,000 in circulation 
at ¥5 cents in gold, although its bullion value 
was 6 per cent less ‘han that of the dollar coin. 
He had the powerful, we’ may say overwhelim- 
ing, precedent of France and the Latin Union 
countries in palpable disproof of his 90-cent 
theory. France alone keeps between $300,000,000 
and $400,000,000 of silver in circulation on a par 
with gold on the basis of 1544 tol, whereas our 
silver dollar is 3 per cent heavier in proportion 
to gold. France does this by making her silver 
coins a full legal-tender. Why will not like 
causes produce like effects! 

The right to pay duties in silver or in certificates 
of silver deposit wil, when they are issued in suf- 
ficient amount to circulate, put an end to the re- 
ceipt of revenue in gold, and thus compel the pay- 
ment of silver for both the principal and interest 
of the public debt. —President's Veto Meseuce. 

Has the President any better authority for 
this opinion than the repeated assertion of the 
same thing by the -New York papers! Why 
does not silver in France, where it is issued by 
hundreds of millions, put an end to receipt of 
rev@pue iv gold, and drive the latter from the 
country! How happens it that more gold cir- 
culates in France than silver, notwithstanding 
the abundance of the silver? An ounce of fact 
is worth a ton of prognostication. 

One billion one hundred and forty-three million 
four hundred and ninety-three thousand four hun- 
dred dollars of the bonded devt now ontstanding 
was issued prior tp February, 1873, when the sil- 
ver dollar was unknown inthe circulation of this 
country, and was only a convenient form of silver 
bullionforexportation. Five bondred and eighty- 
three millions four hundred and forty thousand 
three hundred and fifty dollars of the bonded debt 
has been issued since February, 1873, when gold 
alone was the coin for which the bonds were ro)d, 
and gold alone was the corn in which both parties 
to the contract understood that the bonds would be 
paid. —fresident’s Veto Message. 

. We take it for granted that both parties 
“understood the bonds were to be paid” ac- 
cording to jaw, and the law does not declare 
that they are to paid in gold alone or in sfiver 
alone, but it does deciare that they are payable 
in either gold or silver at the option of the 
Government. That is the contract, and that is 
therefore the “understanding.” If silver was 
“unknown” in the circulation of this country 
in 60 was gold. Who has seen any gold

Whoauthorized him to make 
a public annmouncemnen! that Congress would 
not assert the option of the Government to pay 
in sitver? tiow does Mr. Hayes know that a 
lewal-tender silver dollar is a coin of less value 
than the coiu received for the bonds?

As no full Jegal-tender silver 
dollar has ever been of Iless value 
than gold dollars, the President was 
guilty of a vrave inciseretion in charging the 
members of Congress with a “ breach of pub- 
lic faith’ in ordering the recoinage of the old 
full-weight leg~al-tender silverdoliar, Mr. Haves 
talks as if be. supposed that the bitl directed 
the tender of non-lewal-tender bars, bricks, or 
bhilion to the bondholders. His mind has been 
so poisoned by breathing the sewer-gases of the 
New York Shylock press a6 tO render it unable 
to see the difference between silver bricks and 
lewal-tender silver dollars. If be had seen it, 
he would scarvely have ventured to charge Con- 
eress with being guilty of “a grave breach of 
public faith” in directing the bonds to be paid 
ip the le~al-tender money specified in the con- 
tract. Recurrivg to the same idea, the Presi- 
dent says: 

The capital defect of the bill is that it contains 
no provision pratecting from.ite operation pre-ex- 
isting debts, in ease the colnage which it creates 
shall continue to be of Ices value than that which 
was the sole Jegal-tender When they were con- 
tracted. 

This is the most extraordinary sentence in the 
message. Did the men who demonetized silver 
protect from the operation of their bill pre-ex- 
isting debts! Did they provide that all dele. 
public and private, created previous to 1574, 
should continuc to be payable in silver? Wasa 
provision inserted in the demonetizing act pro- 
tecting from the operations ol the mono-metallie 
system pre-existing debts in case the coinage 
which it created should become of greater varue 
than that in which those debts were contractea? 
Does Mr. Hayés know taat no such just and 
necessary exception was matle? Does he not know 
that the reason of the omission was to enable 
creditors to rob and cheat their debtors by com- 
pelling them to liquidate in dearer money than 
the contracs called for! Lf he don’t. it is high 
time that be learnea sv notorious a fact. 

Phe national promise is te pay in gold or gil- 
ver at the ontion of the Government, and that 
promise will ** be kept with unflinching fidelity.” 
Ali the bonds issued since 1870 have borne on 
their faees a contract expiicitly indicating that 
they are payable in silver dollars of 4124¢ grains 
standard metal. For some unknown reason the 
President has completely ignored the existence 
of this contract and of the act of 1870. It may 
have been because he never saw it reierred to in 
New York newspapers, and his Boston Attorney- 
General conc®aled tt from him. The President 
must have derived from the Vetion the ridicu- 
lous idea of *“*makine the silver dollar a legal- 
tender only at its market -value.”” When was 
such a piece of folly ever perpetrated? Such 
an act would be equivalent to a refusal to 
remonetize silvery What woulda be the market 
value! The sterling price of silver bullion in 
London, or the greenback price of “ bricks ’’ iu 
Denver, or Salt Lake, or Carson! The Presi- 
dent seems to iaclude ademand for the pay- 
ment of all existing private. debts in gold 
alove. Did the cereditors loan gold alone! 
Not to the extent of 1 per cent. They loaned 
paper of variable value, ranging from ¢U cents 
to 8. Why slrould such creditors be permitted 
to exact what they did not give, and what was 
not promised them in repayment—gold! The 
President offers no reasons for so extraordinary 
a proposition. We cannot understand what he 
inetiins by thd ** sole legal-tender when fhey [the 
debts] were contracted,’’ Does he reler to 
gold? When, pray, was gold ever the soi¢ 
legai-tender jn this country! 

but enough: we shall pursue this criticism no 
farther. What right have the President’s 
friends to be chagrined at the want of respect 
shown to the veto message by both Houses of 
Congress! How could such “objections ”’ create 
other than * contemptuous indifference’! The 
surprise is, that the members kept their tem- 
pers wider such good control as to treat with 
silent contempt the accusation hurled at their 
heads by the President, that thev were guilty of 
*ameasure which will, in the judgment of 
mankiud, be an act of bad faith.”” The provoca- 
tion to severe reseptment. Was very great, but 
itis well, perhaps, that uo retort was tung 
back. The abortive veto and its feeble objec- 
tions Will pass speedily into oblivien, and we 
trust the President. will profit by this expe- 
rience, ANTI-V BTO. 
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A PLEA FOR THE ARMY, 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Fort McKinney, W. T., Feb. 27.—Mr. Ban- 
ning’s Army bill contains many excellent pro- 
visions, among which may be cited the abolition 
of the Judge Advocate’s corps, the consolida- 
tion of several staff departments, the reduction 
in rank and pay of the heads of departments; 
but with these and many other salutary pro- 
visos is included one of gross injustice which 
has also characterized every preylous army con- 
solidation bill. I refer to the clause forcing 
oflicers out of the service with one year’s pay. 
Congress cannot realize the consequence of this 
act, or the hardship it entails on a large body of 
individuals, many of whom have grown gray in 
Lheir country’s service. 

The military profession is a peculiar one. The 
person entering it and acquiring its princivles 
can find employment only under the General 
Government,—the Coustitution declaring that 
no State shall give employment to military 
men. There is certainly an implied promise 
made by tle nation to the soldier, to the effect 
that empioyment shall be given him in that 
profession which the Government has encour- 
aged him to adupt, and from which, if tne Goy- 
ernment discharge him, he is thrown helpiess 
on the world. 

After serving a few years in the army men 
become incapacitated for all civil employments. 
This time is passed atsome isolated post far 
beyond the most remote frontier settlement. 
ln the meantime, radical changes are taking 
place in all departments of civil life. Even the 
junior officers realize this when returning home 
on leave. They find a society materially diller- 
ent from that of their day. Wita the older offi- 
cer, Whom the bill most seriously affects, the 
change is far more radical. On returning to 
their former home they find their early as- 
sociates absorbed in business, emigrat- 
ed to distaut points, or dead. There are none 
left to greet and few left.to know them, “ Old 
things have passed away, and behold! all things 
have become new.”’ under taese .circum- 
stances, when driven from their legitimate occu- 
pation, they find it utterly impossible to enter 
into rivalry with the competitors who crowd all 
departments of life. They cannot support 
themselves and those dependent on them in a 
position of respectability, They caunot main- 
tain in comfort their wives and children. 

When an officer who has served fifteen or 
twenty years is without bis Own fault ejected 
from the army, the Government virtually uses 
the following language: You nave served me, 
and served me well. You have devoted your 
best years to eo interests. You have grown 
gray in my employment. You have foregone 


the pleasures of civil life and unfitted yourself : 


for civil occupation; but, notwithstanding all, 
1 discharge you. Political expediency and con- 
siderations of economy demand your dismissal. 
i not only refuse to employ you, but i in my 
sovereign power, forbid any State to 
I forbid any corporation to give you aid. I for- 
bid any individual or class of individuals, how- 
ever well disposed, to extend to you 3 helping 
band. 1 send you out into the world socially 
* 


ectucieny of honer and 
justice inmperatively cails upon the former to 
tulfill by continuing the latter in employtnent, 
or affording them a provision for their support 
as jloug as life endures, or their bebavior 
pocrits it. | 

The record of the American goldier certainly 
entities him to public &ratitudc, his history, 
written in blood, and presents one coutinual 
sacrifice forthe welfare of the vation. The 
army bas been the vroncer of advancing civil- 
ization. It has ever presented a barrier be- 
tween the vengeful savage on one side, and 
our infant settiements on the other.

OF DEMERIT. 
Paying President Hayes for His Veto, After 
ffounding Him On. 

New York Tims (Goldite), 

One of the Washington dispatches states that 
the friends of the President are chagriued at 
the want of respect shown toward his veto mes- 
sage by the Senate. The House, it scems, is 
accustomed to do rude things, and its con- 
temptuous indifference therefore excites no 
surprise. But the more dignified Scnate was 
expectede@to act differently. It has usually 
treated a veto with at least a pretense of consid- 
eration, always discussing it respectfully, and 
deterring that proceeding until the document 
has been printed. Jn the present instance the 
Scbpators were as ill-mannered as the dema- 


gogues of the House, and the courtiers who 


flutter in the sunshine of the Executive 
Mansion are grieved in consequence. They 
‘protest that the President has been cruelly used 
by the opponents of the bill, and particularly 
by sympathizers with his Admivistration. The 
complainants forget, apparently, that those who 
are supposed to occupy the latter relation in an 
especial degree in either Chamber happen to be 
strenuous supporters of the new law, and are 
themselves aggrieved by the President’s disre- 
gard for their wishes. 

Personally mortifying asthe incident must 
be, it will not be without compensating advan- 
tages if it lead the President and that smal! 
and select circle who Constitute his fricnds to 
reflect upon the helplessness of the Administra- 
tion as regards both the cotirse of icgislation 
and the outside currents of public opinion. 
There have been Presidents and Cabinets 
who, toward the close of the four years’ term, 
have found themselves Geserted Dy the party 
that created them, and des»vised by the party 
that had profited by their policy. Such a state 
of things before the expiration of the first year 
is, however, unprecedented, and that must be 
marvelous self--omplacency which ignores its 
existence or its lesson. ‘The joliy miiler of the 
Dee might be bappv while boasting that he 
cared for nobody, and that noone cared for 
him, but the President cannot afford thus to 
confound isolation withindependence. The old 
song describes bis position nevertheless. He 
chooses his own path and fo'lows it, never 
pausing to seek counsel, and never condescend- 
ing to profit by it, andthe resultis that, wit. 
three years of service stil! befure him, he stands 
all but alone, with scarcely a soul who cares 
enough about bimtoask whither he is going 
or what he proposes to do. Whea he does 
speak, as in his remonstrance against the Silver 
bill, his words are unheeded. Having devided 
upon an attempt to conduct the business of the 
Presidency with proud indifference to party, 
and with a sublime unconsciousness of the 
value of friends, he is lett to realize the embar- 
rassment and bumiliation which be bas brougut 
upon himself, 

To what extent this position is attributable to 
want of familiarity with practical statesman- 
ship orto actual inability to discriminate be- 
tween partisan subserviencvy and the proper 
coaditions of party allegiance, others may deter- 
mine. ‘The truth is, that the President, though 
eutering oljice with a just sense ol its responsi- 
bilities, has from the first been unabie or unwill- 
ing to comply with the terms essential to success. 
He began as a zealous reformer aud a nodel 
conciliator, and he has peristed in trying to play 
both parts in spite of accumtilating proofs that, 
‘solitary and alone,’”’ he could pot be effective 
in either. Now and then a man appears upon 
the public stage whose genius or force redeems 
such an effort trom ridicule. President Hayes 
was not cast in this mold. The misiortuve is 
that he is unable to comprehend deficiencies 
which te others are plain enough. Needing 
help, be refuses to accept it when tendered dis- 
interested|ly. He seems to suspect those 
whose party record should place them abeve 
suspicion, and to reserve his confidences 
for persons notoriously unfitted to receive 
them. At every step, consequently, he has 
blundered. Enemigs have mutitiplied while 
friends have disappeared. The only ac 
complished fact in the policy he marked out— 
the withdrawal of military authority from the 
South—has in its attendant circumstances been 
so wofully mismanaged that it has brought him 
neither strength nor glory. His Civil-Service 
reform has been so belied in practice that it has 
become contemptible. The reform element in 
the Republican party turns: from the method 
pursued and from its results in disgust, and the 
devotees of the old system laugh at pretenstons 
whose fruits are as bad as the worst of those 
for which apologies have been considered neces- 
sary, Ami now comes the financial question, 
with the President piaving fast aad loose with 
important principles, and speaking with so little 
authority in regard even to the nation’s honor 
that not a Senator utters asyliabie in his behalf 
or pauses to think of the objections he has 


urged.

Crimina) Court by the last Grand Jury: 

The Hon. John A. Jameson, Judae af the Criminal 
Court—sin: The Grand Jury for the February term

‘the question naturally arises whetaer some reform 
may pot be necessary in thisdirection, and whether the 
Justice Courts canuot sulticientiy punish such petty 
offenses without prejudice to the public good, and with 
a saving in public expense. 

‘The suggestions are made without designing to reflect 
on tue integrity or good Judgment of those who prima- 
riily hear such complaints, and only in the hope that 
public ~attention may be directed tw what ap- 
pears to be a lack of justice and prompt- 
ness in disposing of very large  ciass 
of petty difficulties. 

lt certainly is werue that with the present system in 
practice many minor offengers escape punishment vy 
actual sentence, for itis que impossible for the aver- 
age grand juror to reach an indicting cunclusion in such 
causes, especiaily When the accused have been held in 
confinement at public expense during thetr arrest. 

rhe jury visited the charitabie institutions at Jeffer- 
son On the ist Inat., and foundthem in the main in a 
favorable condition. The insane Asylam is being thor- 
oughly renovaced and repaired. and the patients, num- 
bering 400. appear to be properly cared for. 

There are 84 inmates at the Poor-House, composed 
largely of married persona, and the old and decrepit. 
ihe buildings are olc, and hence tore difficulty is cx- 
perienced ia keeping them in guod condition. The 
hospita’ depertments are sadly in need of certain re- 
pairs, which it is understood the County Board will 
soun order. 

the Poor Farm contains only 160 acres, and affords 
work for only alimited number of paupers, although 
every acre is utilized. The question is therefore sug- 
gested whether it would not be economy te purchase or 
rent more land. Ur cannot sume industries be estab- 
lisded there that shall employ the poor, and thus make 
yoni labor simple, though it would of necessity be pro- 
ductive.

VAN DEUSEN. 


Progress of the Interesting Case Now on 
Trial at Kalamazoo, Mich. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

KALAMAZOO, Mich.,. March 5.—The case of 
Newcomer vs. Van Deusen was called this 
morning at 9 o’clock. The Court decided the 
point reserved for this time by stating that Dr. 
Van Deusen would be liable for the necessary 
consequences of his own acts, and for what he 
had a probable cause ta expect would result 
from Mrs. Newcomer’s confinement among lu- 
natics. 

Mrs. Newcomer then resumed her place un 
the stand, apd gave a description of her life at 
the Asylum. She said thet her daily food 
was cold potatocs, boiled with the 
skins on, and bread and water; that 
poor beef soup was occasionaily offered 
her, seasoned with burned sugar to color it; 
that calomel was sometimes found in the sedi- 
ments; that this made her mouth salivated so 
that she was unable for a long time to eat any- 
thing; that all the food was very unpalatable; 
that she was forced to take medicine against 
her will, and this was sometimes done by the 
students holding her hands and nose; that her 
clothing was taken away and she was command- 
ed to go to bed, where she staid for a long 
time; that she grew so poor under this treat- 
ment that her bones protruded'from her flesh in 
many places; that she was compelled to take 
baths in tire same water that others. had used 
just before her. 

Evidence of maltreatment by several patients 
was attempted to be shown, but the Court ruled 
that these sudden freaks of the lunatics could 
not affect Dr. Van Deusen’s liability, and was not 
allowed. 

She stated that, at the time of her imprison- 
ment, she was worth about $4,000; that she 
frequently offered to pay well the attendants if 
they would attempt her rescue. 

In the cross-examination of the plaintiff, the 
counsel asked her numerous questions as to 
certain crazy-like acts which they assumed she 
had committed. Sbe admitted that she had 
once attempted her own life, but while 
in the pains of chiidbirth and a raging 
fever, and that she had fallen off a train at 
Jonesville and injured herself, though not seri- 
ously. She denied that she had ever attempted 
to eat breakfast at Albion with no other gar- 
ment on save a night-dress; that she had ever 
walked the country nights barefooted; that she 
had ever searched the river for lost deeds; that 
she had ever addressed her friend Mr. Sneider 
at Albion while he was reading with the remark : 
‘* Read away, you damned old fool! ”’; that her

THE BEE-UIVE. 

Receiver Ward, of the Bee-Hive Bank, in answer 
to an inquiry yesterday, said he could not give 
detinite information as to the time when he would 
pay the depositors a dividend, and the payment of 
any dividend at ail depended upon the late decis- 
ion of Judge Williams in the matter of the in- 
vestment certificates holding good in the event of 
the holders of that paper carrying the case 
up to the Supreme Court, or upon their 
failure to appeal to that tribunal. He 
had had no intimation that the decision would be 
appealed from. Mr. Horton, his attorney, filed a 
bil! yesterday asking the Court to peenets the Re- 
ceiver in a second mortgage on the Fitch property, 
corner of Cottage Grove avenue and Thirty-first 
street, upon which the old Douglas House now 
stands. ‘The property is valued at $16,000, and 
there is a first mortgage uponit that has been fore- 
closed, and under which the land and house 
will be sold next week. In order to 
protect his interest, the Receiver will have to buy 
the property in. The incumbrance amounts to 
$6,400, which includes accrucd interest. The 
bank's claim amounts to $13,000, inciusive of in- 
terest. Besides that security, the Bec-Hive has a 
second mortgage upon the four-story builaing No, 
162 Washington street, owned by Goudy & Chan- 
dier, iawvere. Itis for $20,000, and is due in 
1880. The interest on the loan is 10 per cent, and 
has been paid regularly. The owners of the prop- 
erty are said to be in expectation of making a 
transfer of the licn to tae holder of the first mort- 
gage, and in that event the principal will be paid 
over to Receiver Ward. 

The total amount represented by the investment 
certificates is $93,300, and the bank bas securities 
to back them amounting to $100, 000, consisting of 
firstand second mortgages upon business, resi- 
dence. and farm property. The Receiver has 
collected in $21,000 on aceount of the certificates, 
and says if the property npon which the mortgages 
are held was sold under a pressure in order to pay 
a dividend atanearly day, it would not realize 
50 per cent of its value, and not mere than 
$40, 000 or $50,000 could be obtamhed, including 
the cash on hand. 

At the State Savings Bank yesterday 370 de- 
positors received their dividéiids, and some were 
sent away.

The Taxpayers’ Association of the Town of 
Lake held another meeting yesterday at No. 90 
Washington street.

Mr. Windett favored a thorough investigation of 
the doings of the town officers, letting the people 
know all about it, with a view of bringing about a 
change of Administration at the coming election. 
He favored economy in the Government. If there 
had been maiversations and flagrant misappropria- 
tion of the public moneys, the gailty officials 
shouid be held civiliy and criminally responsible. 

Mr. Mack referred tothe school approoriation, 
which was $75,000, although the cstimates were 
only $35,000. He couldn't understand what was 
done with the difference. He thought it would be 
weil to inquire whether the dnties of the officers of 
this Department had been legally and honestly 
performed. The taxation now amounted to a con- 
nscation of property.
